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In Winston-Salem on April 20, 1966 at the 179th Annual Com- 
munication of the Grand Lodge of Ancient, Free and Accepted Masons 
of North Carolina, Arnold Jackson Koonce, Sr., was installed as the 
One Hundred Thirteenth Grand Master. M.'.W.'.Brother Koonce was 
born in High Point, North Carolina on August 13, 1901, the son of the 
late Jackson D, and Louella Snider Koonce. 


He received his education in the local schools, later attending 
and graduating from Brown’s School of Embalming, Raleigh, N.C. 
Upon his return to High Point, he began work with two local funeral 
homes in High Point, In 1931 he founded the Koonce Funeral Home, 
Ine., and successfully operated this business until its sale in 1965. 
While actively engaged in the operation of his own business, he still 
found time to serve as President of North Carolina Funeral Directors 
Association. 

On June 7, 1922, he married Miss Nessie Smith, daughter of the 
late Will R. and Willie May Ramsey Smith. They have two children: 
a daughter, Doris K. Marin of Roanoke, Va.; a son, Arnold Jackson 
Koonce, Jr., of High Point, N. C. They have five grandchildren: two 
grandsons, Gerald Arnold Marin and John Sebastian Marin; three 
grandaughters, Elizabeth MacLean Koonce, Susan Stuart Koonce 
and Martha Ramsey Koonce. 

Brother Koonce is a member of First Methodist Church in High 
Point, N. C. He served as a member, and later Chairman, of the 
Board of Stewards of his church. He is a past-Superintendent of the 
Sunday School at First Methodist Church. He is a past-President of 
the North Carolina Christian Endeavor Union, a former member of 
the North Carolina Annual Conference Board of Education and in 
1939, was a delegate to the Uniting Conference of the Methodist 
Church. He is a regular and inspiring Sunday School teacher and still 
devotes much of his time in this pursuit. His deep interest in religion 
and religious education led him to serve as a member of the Board of 
Trustees of High Point College, High Point, N. C., for the past 
twenty years. 

His many contributions to the progress of High Point caused him 
to be elected Mayor of High Point, N. C., from 1943-45. From this 
experience he has been called upon to serve on various civie com- 
mittees concerned with local government. 

His Masonic career began in Numa F. Reid Lodge No. 344, High 
Point, N. C., where he was initiated on September 15, 1947; passed 
on October 6, 1947, and raised on November 3, 1947. He served as 
Master of Numa F. Reid Lodge in 1952 and as District Deputy Grand 
Master of the old Twenty-second Masonic District from April 1953 
until April 1956, He helped form Hiram Lodge No. 716 in High Point, 
N. C., and became a charter member of that Lodge on December 2, 
1958. He then became the first Master of this Lodge upon its consti- 
tution in 1959. 

On May 11, 1948, he received the degrees of the Scottish Rite 
in the valley of Greensboro, N. C, At this time, he became a member 
of James W. Cortland, Lodge of Perfection; Guilford Chapter Rose 
Croix; Greensboro Council and Greensboro Consistory. 

He is a member of the York Rite Bodies in High Point, N.C., 
High Point Chapter No. 70, Royal Arch Masons; High Point Council

24, Knights Templar. 


In 1954, Brother Koonce became a member of Oasis Temple, 
Ancient Arabic Order Nobles of the Mystic Shrine, Charlotte, N. C. 


He is a member and Past Patron of High Point Chapter No. 106, 
Order of the Eastern Star. Later he became a member of Saint John 
of Patmos Conclave No. 67 of the Red Cross of Constantine and the 
North Carolina College of the Societas Rosicruciana In Civitatibus 
Foederatis. 


His appointment to the Grand Lodge Line was made in 1960 
by Most Worshipful Brother Harvey W. Smith. Since this date he 
has served as a member of the Board of General Purposes, member of 
the Board of Directors of Oxford Orphanage, member of the Board of 
Directors of the Masonic and Eastern Star Home, member of the 
Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence and member of the Committee 
of Finance of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina.

ADDHRESS OF THE GHAND ORATOR 

The Grand Master recognized and presented W.'.Brother 
Daniel K. Moore, Grand Orator of the Grand Lodge of North 
Carolina, who delivered the following oration: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

It is with a sense of honor, and with a greater sense of humility, 
that I come before you to speak this afternoon. 

I am here with great apreciation for the honor conferred by my 
Brother, the Most Worshipful Grand Master, in making me the Grand 
Orator of the Grand Lodge of Masons of North Carolina. 

It is with a deep feeling of humility that I stand here to deliver 
the Grand Oration, for I cannot help but feel inadequate to the task. 
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Yet I can—and do—hope that the thoughts I will share with you 
are worth your attention. 

I believe that with me, you will view these matters with strong 
concern—concern that grows out of our adherence to the great guiding 
principles of Freemasonry. With me, look at these things in the light 
of the cardinal principle, which has come to you and me through the 
ages, of belief in God and His Goodness, 

It is this belief that always sustains us when troubled by human 
frailties, and holds the hope for mankind to live through all difficulty. 

North Carolina is in a period of rapid change. Our economy is ex- 
panding. Our people are finding more jobs, and better jobs, in new 
and expanded industries. We are setting records in many phases of 
business activity. 

Our people are making great progress, and we are rightfully 
proud. As always progress brings not only benefits, but problems as 
well—problems which could impede further progress. 

One of the gravest of these problems is an increasing disregard 
for law and order among many of our people. Disrespect for duly 
established authority also seems to be the order of the day for many 
others. 

We do not have to look far to see evidences of these attitudes and 
their manifestations. 

In recent months, bombings and threats of bombings have been 
directed at churches, schools, businesses, and homes in North Carolina. 

Increasing numbers of our young people are being charged with 
offenses. 

Certain groups have demanded that State and local authorities 
ignore laws that displease these groups. 

We have information that one North Carolina organization new 
requires that every prospective member commit a violation of crim- 
inal law, in the presence of a member, to have something to hold 
over his head in case he turns against the organization later. 

In the five-year period through 1964, the last year for which 
figures are complete, the crime rate in North Carolina increased 70 
per cent. 

That is more than four per cent above the average increase in 
the crime rate for the nation as a whole. 

Officials in our State expect that this rate will continue to grow 
in the years ahead. 

Authorities attribute the increase in crime to many factors. 
Historically, in times of international tension such as we now live in, 
lawlessness has become more widespread. Unfortunately, it seems 
that these tensions will be a part of our lives for the forseeable 
future. 

This is a period of extreme stress for us internally as well. Con- 
fusion, unrest, and uncertainty have a hold on the personal lives of 
many of us. It has always been this way in times of rapid social and 
economic changes such as our State is undergoing. 

Urbanization traditionally has been accompanied by a higher crime 
rate. In North Carolina, the process of urbanization is accelerating 
and can be expected to continue. 

As one who has devoted much of his life to the law, as a practic- 
ing attorney and as a Solicitor and Judge of the Superior Court, I 
have long been concerned about the increase in criminal activity in 
our State. 


GRAND LODGE OF NORTH CAROLINA 35 


As Governor of North Carolina, where we are making every effort 
to fulfill the hopes and aspirations of our people for more abundant 
lives, I am even more concerned about this problem. 

In my Inaugural Address in January, 1965, I said: 

“My administration will be a government of laws and not of men. 
The law is just as binding on the Governor and all other public offi- 
cials as it is upon the humblest citizen of this State. No one is above or 
beyond the law. Each of us is equal when we stand before the bar of 
justice. We shall see that the law is impartially enforced without 
fear or favor.” 

Law enforcement is, of course primarily the responsibility of 
local authorities. But, I assure you that the State will not stand aside 
when its authority can or should be used to suppress crime or seek 
out those responsible for acts of violence and lawlessness. 

I have not hesitated, nor shall I ever hesitate, to use every means 
at my command to insure that law and order will be maintained 
throughout our State. 

In addition to acting in specific situations which have occurred 
or threatened to occur, I have put into operation a broader, long-range 
attack on the problem of violence and lawlessness. 

Several months ago, I decided to improve the coordination of all 
available State resources in law enforcement. This was done through 
formation of an inter-agency committee representing the Attorney 
General’s Office, the State Bureau of Investigation, the Department 
of Motor Vehicles, and the Department of Administration. Representa- 
tives of the Sheriffs Association and of the Police Executives Associa- 
tion also sit in the meetings of this Committee. 

It is the mission of this Committee on Law and Order to maintain 
a constant watch for all law violators in such cases as bombings, school 
burnings, mob disorder, terror, and intimidation. 

Because of the extremist nature of the Ku Klux Klan, which 
rallies behind armed security guards, this Committee is giving special 
attention to any potential law violators and promoters of violence 
within this oragnization. However, the Committee is not limiting its 
activities to the Klan. It seeks to use all available State resources to 
prevent or deter acts of violence or terror by any organization or 
individual. It seeks to assist local law enforcement officers in the 
apprehension and prosecution of any one who perpetrates an unlawful 
act. 

One point I want to make perfectly clear. In our determination 
to bring to justice those who are guilty of lawlessness, we shall keep 
in mind the rights of the people involved which are guaranteed to 
them by our Constitution and judicial procedure. In other words, we 
shall give the equal protection of the law to every citizen of this State, 
no matter what organization he belongs to. 

Maintenance of law and order is essential to the continued growth 
and advancement of North Carolina. No community, no area, can 
prosper where violence reigns. 

It is only through law, and the strictest possible observance of 
law, that we can hope to maintain the free society on which the great- 
ness of our State and our nation rests. 

The vast majority of North Carolinians through the years have 
accepted this principle. Our English inheritance coming down to us 
from the ancient times of Magna Charta tells us that we cannot choose 
the laws we will obey and the laws we will ignore. The hope of man- 
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kind, both here and throughout the world, depends upon the ultimate 
rule of law. 

It is only natural, of course, that not all laws please everybody. 
Nor is everybody always satisfied with the duly established authority. 

But no individual, no group of individuals, can be allowed to take 
the law into their own hands, nor delegate to themselves authority in 
uia of authority which has been established in keeping with the 
aw. 

i Our laws provide avenues by which dissatisfied citizens can seek 
relief. 

Many of the differences which divide our people can be settled at 
the conference table, if a spirit of good will and understanding is 
brought to that table by the two sides. 

The time for demonstrations has passed. 

No cornfield rally can turn back the clock or reverse the tide of 
change which is sweeping across our State and nation. 

Fortunately, the individuals and groups who are promoting agi- 
tation and division of our people are relatively few in number, 
although their voices are loud. I am confident that the vast majority 
of our people deplore these efforts and turn a deaf ear to these voices. 

In the end, I believe, North Carolinians will rise above the ten- 
sions that beset us. They will work together by the law and within the 
law, in good faith and in a spirit of reason as they have in other times 
of change, for the best interest of all. My faith in the good sense of 
our people justifies my confidence that, with God’s help, we shall 
build a better State for our children and the generations to follow. 

"You, as Masons, can do much to accomplish this.

DISTRICT DEPUTY GRAND LECTURERS 
AND CERTIFIED LECTURERS 

I regret that it has not been possible to work a little clos- 
er to the District Deputy Grand Lecturers during my term 
of office, but these Brethren have been faithful in attend- 
ance at our District meetings and the Emergent Communi- 
cations of the Grand Lodge, and our Grand Lecturer tells 
us that our Certified Lecturers have accomplished much and 
have devoted much of their time and energy to make our 
ritualistic work what it should be. I wish to extend my sin- 
cere thanks and deep personal appreciation to each of these 
Brethren. 


PHYSICAL DISABILITY 

I have had the opportunity of seeing in person most of 
the petitioners with some form of physical disability this 
year, and their problems have been very close to my heart. 
As I have told you in the District meetings, I feel that “it 
is the internal and not the external qualifications that make 
a man a good Mason." In waiving these disabilities I feel 
that I have done what the majority of my brethren would 
have me do. Then, too, I have seen several of these brethren 
since they became Master Masons and they have shown by 
word and deed that they are grateful for the opportunity 
of becoming members of our Craft. May it be God's will to 
continue to bless each of these, our brethren. 


DISPENSATIONS 
I have granted a number of dispensations during the 
year, some of which were to elect officers to fill vacancies 
because of death, resignation, and for other causes, and 
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I have also issued several dispensations to lodges to hold 
meetings in places other than in their regular meeting 
places. 


A dispensation was issued to Williams Lodge No. 538 to 
meet in the Hall of Mecklenburg Lodge No. 176 until fur- 
ther notice, and dispensations were issued to St. John’s 
Lodge No. 4, to Mount Olive Lodge No. 208, and to St. 
Patrick’s Lodge No. 617 to re-ballot on petitions, it having 
been certified to me that the first ballot was clearly and 
grossly illegal as provided in Regulation 76-16 of THE 
CODE. 

No requests for dispensations were denied. 


ONE STORY LODGE BUILDINGS 


Dispensations were granted to Wayne Lodge No. 112, 
Neil S. Stewart Lodge No. 556, Goldsboro Lodge No. 634, 
Spindale Lodge No. 673, and King Lodge No. 722, to erect 
or to meet in one story lodge buildings, it having been certi- 
fied to me that these buildings would be made safe from 
cowans and eavesdroppers. 


OFFICIAL OPINIONS 
Opinion No. 1 


I have the copy of your letter of May 3, 1965 to the Secretary of 
Farmville Lodge No. 517 in the matter of the illegal initiation of 
Brother Adkins Dillehay on April 22, 1965, and note your request for 
a ruling in this matter. 

The initiation of Brother Dillehay on the same night on which he 
was elected to receive the degrees is a clear violation of Regulation 
79-30 (1) of THE CODE, and it is therefore ORDERED: 

1. That Farmville Lodge No. 517 heal Entered Apprentice Dille- 

hay at the first stated communication following receipt of this 
Order, as provided in Regulation 94-05. It shall be sufficient 
only to re-obligate this candidate in the First Degree, in a 
lodge opened on that degree, and after the candidate has 
been thus healed, he may then be advanced when prepared as 
required in Regulation 80-01. 


2. This Order shall be read in the lodge nt the first stated com- 
munication following its receipt, and it shall be made a part of 
minutes of that meeting so that the members may refer to it 
in the future. 


3. The lodge Secretary shall report to the Grand Secretary within 
five days after the healing of this candidate that this Order 
has been complied with. 


Opinion No. 2 
I have your letter of May 3, 1965 in which you ask for a ruling 
in the matter of Brother Gus Martin, who was raised by Pee Dee 
Lodge No. 150 in 1930 as a courtesy to Meadow Branch Lodge No. 578, 
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From the facts in this case it appears that Brother Martin was 
passed on November 20, 1930 and raised on December 4, 1930 by Pee 
Dee Lodge No. 150 as a courtesy to Meadow Branch Lodge No. 578, 
and that either Pee Dee Lodge No. 150 failed to notify Meadow Branch 
Lodge No. 578 of this fact, or that Meadow Branch Lodge No. 578 
failed to record this transaction and notify the Grand Secretary’s 
office. Meadow Branch Lodge No. 578 has no records prior to the 
year 1937, and the records in the Grand Secretary’s office show 
Brother Martin only as an Entered Apprentice. 

I have personally inspected the minutes of the meetings of Pee 
Dee Lodge No. 150 for November 20, 1930 and December 4, 1930, which 
minute book was obtained from the Secretary of Pee Dee Lodge No. 
150 and is now in your office, and find that these minutes bear proof 
of the passing and raising of Brother Gus Martin. 

It is my opinion, therefore; 

1. That Brother Gus Martin is now and has been a member of 

Meadow Branch Lodge No. 578 since December 4, 1930. [79-03; 
79-15; 82-09 (1)] 

2. That due t» the fact that Brother Martin has not attended 
lodge in many years and is not at fault in this matter; and 
that due to the inconclusive records of Meadow Branch Lodge 
No. 578 it appears that neither lodge is at fault, it would br 
unfair to assess dues and assessments against either Brother 
Martin or Meadow Branch Lodge No. 578; it is therefore 
ORDERED, that as of this date the name of Brother Gus 
Martin be placed on the roll of membership in Meadow 
Branch Lodge No. 578, and that he be required to pay only the 
dues for 1965 and each year thereafter as long as he remains 
a member. 

You will issue the proper directives to Meadow Branch Lodge No. 

578 and instruct them to carry out the provisions of this Order. 


Opinion No. 3 


It has been brought to my attention by the Grand Secretary that 
Brother William Madison King who has applied for affiliation with 
your lodge from Pyrenees Lodge No. 77, Spain, was elected to mem- 
bership in your lodge on July 9, 1965, without the application having 
been duly certified by the office of the Grand Secretary. 

It is my opinion that the ballot having been taken before the ap- 
plication was certified by the Grand Secretary, it is illegal and void 
under the provisions of Regulations 76-01; 76-01(1) ; and 83-15. 

Since the Grand Master is authorized to order another ballot, a 
dispensation is hereby granted to Stump Sound Lodge No. 733 to ballot 
again on the Application for Affiliation of Brother William Madison 
King at its stated communication of July 23, 1965. 

The records of the Grand Secretary and those of your lodge shall 
be made to conform to this opinion and the result of the reballot. 


Opinion No. 4 


It has been brought to my attention by the Grand Secretary that 
Brother Everett Stephen Morris who has applied for affiliation with 
your lodge from Asheboro Lodge No. 699, was elected to membership 
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in your lodge on August 2, 1965, without the application having been 
duly certified by the office of the Grand Secretary. 

It is my opinion that the ballot taken before the application was 
certified by the Grand Secretary, makes the same illegal and void un- 
der the provisions of Regulations 76-01; 76-01(1); and 83-15. 

Since the Grand Master is authorized to order another ballot, a 
dispensation is hereby granted to Maxton Lodge No. 417, to ballot 
again on the Application for Affiiiation of Brother Everett Stephen 
Morris at its stated communication to be held on September 6, 1965. 

The records of the Grand Secretary and those of your lodge shall 
be made to conform to this opinion and the result of the reballot. 


Opinion No. 5 

I have before me the file in the matter of the four illegal elections 
and the one illegal rejection by Kilwinning Lodge No. 64, each of which 
appears to be as the result of an incorrect interpretation of the pro- 
visions of Regulation 76-01 of THE CODE by the Secretary of this 
lodge. 

It appears that this Secretary had the impression that the “28 
days from the time the petition was received by the lodge" began when 
the petitions came into his hands rather than from the time the peti- 
tions were read in the lodge and committees of investigation appointed, 
and that he has allowed the lodge to ballot on these petitions in viola- 
tion of THE CODE as required in the regulation mentioned above. 
The petitioners and dates involved are as follows:

E. L. F. May 23, 1963 June 13, 1963 
Whitley Marshall Tarlton Aug. 22, 1963 Sept. 12, 1963 
Joseph Vanderbilt Capell Jan. 9, 1964 Jan. 23, 1964

Ned Wayne Wilson Aug. 12, 1965 Aug. 26, 1965 


The petitioners are not responsible for these irregularities and 
are not at fault. Brothers Capell and Edwards have received all three 
degrees; Brother Tarlton has received the First Degree only; and 
Brother Wilson was about to receive the Third Degree when the irreg- 
ularities were discovered. 

It is therefore Ordered: That the status of the rejected peti- 
tioner as well as those who were elected is in all respects the same 
as if Regulation 76-01 had been fully complied with, without the ne- 
cessity of a re-ballot or of healing in any case. Also, that Brother 
Wilson shall not be in default unless he waits more than six months 
from the date of this Order before presenting himself ftor advance- 
ment. 

This Order shall be read at the first stated communication fol- 
lowing its receipt by Kilwinning Lodge No. 64, entered on the min- 
utes of that meeting, and a proper marginal notation must be made 
on the minutes of the stated communications for the five dates on 
which the said petitions were read, referring to this Order and the 
date on which it was recorded in the minutes of the lodge. 

The Grand Secretary will issue such other directives to Kilwin- 
ning Lodge No. 64 as may be necessary in order to correct these 
irregularities. 
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Opinion No. 6 


I have before me the copy of your letter of March 10, 1966 to the 
Secretary of Rockingham Lodge No. 495 in the matter of the illegal 
initiation of Brother Charles Mason Kirk on March 7, 1966, and note 
your request for a ruling in this matter. 


The initiation of Brother Kirk on the same night on which he was 
elected to receive the degrees is a clear violation of Regulation 79-30 
(1) of THE CODE, and it is therefore ORDERED: 


1. That Rockingham Lodge No. 495 heal Entered Apprentice Kirk 
at the first stated communication following receipt of this 
Order, as provided in Regulation 94-05. It shall be sufficient 
only to re-obligate this candidate in the First Degree, in a 
lodge opened on that degree, and after the candidate has 
been thus healed, he may then be advanced when prepared as 
required in Regulation 80-01. 


2. This Order shall be read in the lodge at the first stated com- 
munication following its receipt, and it shall be made a part of 
the minutes of that meeting so that the members may refer to 
it in the future. 

3. The lodge Secretary shall report to the Grand Secretary within 
five days after the healing of this candidate that this Order 
has been complied with. 


EDICTS 

Due to the lack of communication with the Grand Lodge of Cuba 
in Exile in Florida, the visitation program promulgated by Grand Mas- 
ter Burrier in an Edict issued in 1963 was ineffective, and after we 
had received a number of requests from members of lodges under the 
jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of Cuba in Cuba for permission to 
affiliate with lodges in North Carolina, we issued an Edict on the last 
day of June, 1965 which has proven to be effective and which has en- 
abled us to affiliate a number of Cuban Masons with lodges in this 
State. We have also been able to affiliate some members of the Carib- 
bean Naval Lodge at Guantanamo Naval Base, which surrendered its 
charter to the Grand Lodge of Cuba in Cuba and in December received 
a dispensation from the Grand Lodge of Massachusetts, under which 
it is now working. 


Edict 
To the Masters, Wardens, and Brethren of the Subordinate Lodges of 
the Grand Lodge of A.F. & A.M. of North Carolina: 


WHEREAS, Many Master Masons belonging to lodges holden to 
the Grand Lodge of Cuba in Cuba are now living in exile in the United 
States of America; and 


WHEREAS, Such Masons are now unable, because of the with- 
drawal of recognition of the Grand Lodge of Cuba in Cuba by the 
Grand Lodge of North Carolina, to affiliate with lodges in this Grand 
Jurisdiction and thus enjoy the benefits of Masonic fellowship to which 
they have a right, and for the provision of which we have an obliga- 
tion when possible; and 

WHEREAS, Because of the political conditions in Cuba and the 
consequent inability of the Grand Lodges in the United States to ob- 
tain information concerning lodges and Masons who are members of 
such lodges on the Island of Cuba; 
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NOW THEREFORE, I, Sam A. Hennis, Jr., Grand Master of Ma- 
sons in North Carolina, do now issue this EDICT and “I” hereby 
direct that under the following conditions qualified Master Masons 
whose membership is in a lodge, or lodges, holden to the Grand Lodge 
of Cuba in Cuba, shall be deemed eligible to petition for membership 
any lodge holden under the Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


First: The Master Mason claiming membership in any lodge hol- 
den under the Grand Lodge of Cuba in Cuba, A. F. & A. M., shall ex- 
hibit evidence of such membership in the form of a Grand Lodge Cer- 
tificate as issued by the Grand Lodge of Cuba in Cuba; or 

Second: such member shall have paid his dues to his Cuban Lodge 
for the year or years prior to 1960 and shall produce a receipt therc- 
for or he shall sign a certificate that such payment has been made. 

Third: that in addition to the aforesaid requirements, the appli- 
cant for affiliation shall also be subject to full, complete and thorough 
Masonic examination and interrogation by a committee appointed by 
the Master of the lodge to which he is applying for affiliation and the 
report of the said committee shall be submitted to the lodge with the 
application for affiliation. 

Fourth: upon his election to membership in a lodge in North Caro- 
lina the petitioner shall sign a Certificate of Renunciation in duplicate 
severing his membership in the Cuban Lodge in Cuba, with one copy 
of this certificate being mailed by the Grand Secretary of North 
Carolina to the Grand Lodge of Cuba in Cuba, and the second copy 
being retained in the office of the Grand Secretary of North Carv- 
lina. 

Fifth: this EDICT shall be read at the next stated communication 
of all subordinate lodges of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina after 
receipt thereof. 

Sixth: the Grand Secretary shall make such distribution of this 
EDICT to the Masonic world as shall be appropriate. 

This EDICT, made and issued, shall be effective from this the 
30th day of June, A.D. 1965; A.L. 5965

sense of the word. Furthermore, it was to determine ways 
and means of making it a self-supporting organ, and to set 
up the necessary mechanics for the required organization 
to issue such a publication on these bases. This resolution 
was approved by the Grand Lodge in April, 1964, with Most 
Worshipful Brother W. Edward Burrier, Grand Master, 
presiding. 

A committee was appointed during 1965 to make a 
determination as requested by the Grand Lodge. This com- 
mittee consisted of Most Worshipful Brother Charles H. 
Pugh, Right Worshipful Brother Robert N. Bass, Jr., Most 
Worshipful Brother Max Hoffman, Most Worshipful Broth- 
er James W. Brewer, Worshipful Brother A. D. Leon Gray, 
Most Worshipful Brother G. Dudley Humphrey, Most Wor- 
shipful Brother Robert L. Pugh as secretary, with Most 
Worshipful Brother Watson Sherrod as chairman, and with 
the Grand Master as a member ex-officio. This committee 
met and gave considerable thought to the proposal, and 
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appointment of a subcommittee, charging the subcommittee 
to investigate the proposal thoroughly, and to file a report 
which would be complete in every applicable detail. This 
committee consisted of Most Worshipful Brothers William 
J. Bundy and James W. Brewer, with Most Worshipfu! 
Brother Robert L. Pugh as Chairman and Worshipful 
Brother A. D. Leon Gray serving in an advisory capacity. 

The subcommittee met and completed its findings, all 
of which were included in a resolution which will be pre- 
sented during this session of the Grand Lodge. The resolu- 
tion, incidentally, has been presented for full discussion and 
consideration by the Board of General Purposes, and it 
received the unanimous approval and hearty endorsement 
of that Board. 


In substance, the committee’s resolution will recommend 
the issuance of a monthly official publication of the 
Grand Lodge which will include no advertisements, and 
which will also be sent free of charge to every Master Ma- 
son who is a member of a lodge in North Carolina. It 
furthermore recommends that the Oxford Orphanage Print- 
ing Department shall be charged with the responsibility of 
printing, publishing, and distributing the proposed pub- 
lication, which is to be a sixteen-page magazine-type and 
will measure approximately 9 by 12 inches. The committee 
recommends that the title of this publication be THE 
NORTH CAROLINA MASON and that each issue shall 
carry a statement to the effect that it is a successor to the 
ORPHANS’ FRIEND AND MASONIC JOURNAL. 

Financing the publication is a matter that is going to 
require considerable thought and preparation. At this mo- 
ment, I do not know what the thinking of the Finance Com- 
mittee is with respect to underwriting all of the expenses 
of the Grand Lodge, many of which will require increases, 
but I do know, my brethren, that this publication is one that 
has been needed in North Carolina for a long, long period 
of time. At present there is no medium of communication 
between the Grand Lodge and the various lodges in North 
Carolina, and some definite line of communication needs to 
be established. This publication can be a challenge to the 
Grand Lodge; it can contain many items of interest to a!l 
branches of Masonry, wherever they operate in our State. 
It offers the Grand Master a marvelous opportunity to see 
to it that his message and his program reach every Master 
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Mason in North Carolina. It offers an excellent opportunity 
for the Grand Secretary’s Office to be in regular touch with 
each lodge in North Carolina. It offers an opportunity for 
the York Rite Bodies, for the Scottish Rite Bodies, for the 
Oxford Orphanage, and for the Masonic and Eastern Star 
Home in North Carolina. It offers an opportunity for the 
chapters of DeMolay and for the Rainbow Girls, an oppor- 
tunity for the Eastern Star and the White Shrine, and the | 
other orders, all of which are closely connected with Ma- 
sonry. The Mystic Shrine itself can well utilize such an 
opportunity. Surely the need is a great one, and we Masons 
need to examine ourselves, giving deep thought to the tre- 
mendous possibilities that are ours in the creation of such 
a publication as the committee is recommending. It is my 
belief, understanding, and conviction that the cost will be 
little when compared with the glorious possibilities of suc- 
cessful achievement. 

The committee is also recommending that a permanent 
Grand Lodge Publications Committee, consisting of five 
members with staggered terms from one to five years, be 
chosen by the Board of General Purposes, with the approval 
of the Grand Lodge, and that this Publications Committce 
should be charged with the responsibility of establishing 
the policies of the publication, of selecting the editor, fixing 
the compensation of the editor and his staff, and in general 
to have charge and supervision of the administration of the 
publication. 

Brethren, I heartily endorse this recommendation of the 
committee. To me it contains a possibility of successfully 
offsetting one of the great obstacles and difficulties with 
which we have been confronted for many years. The OR- 
PHAN’S FRIEND goes to not more that 20,000 Masons iu 
North Carolina, whereas we have a membership of approxi- 
mately 65,000. Every Master Mason needs to be reached 
with a publication media that will provide for him not only 
information on what is happening to all branches of Mason- 
ry and appendant orders in North Carolina and elsewhere, 
but will provide him also with a medium from which a high 
degree of Masonic education and inspiration can be ob- 
tained. 

As your Grand Master, therefore, I heartily recommend 
and endorse such a publication, and I sincerely trust that 
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the Grand Lodge at this session will approve whatever is 
required for its immediate successful implementation. 


FINANCES 


I am very grateful to M.'.W.'.Brother Watson N. Sher- 
rod for serving as the Chairman of the Finance Committee, 
and to each member of this most important committee who 
has served with him I extend my sincere thanks. Although 
we have not been able to return as much to the Foundation 
as we would have liked, I feel that with the increased ex- 
penses we have had over the past few years, such as the 
reprinting of THE CODE, the revision of the O.S.W., the 
building reserve, the Bahnson's Manuals, etc., that all in 
all our finances are in good position. 


STATE OF CRAFT 

During the year 1965 we had a net gain of about 850 
Master Masons. I feel that we have been very fortunate, es- 
pecially since so many Grand Jurisdictions appear to be los- 
ing in membership. It has been my good fortune to attend 
each of the 57 District meetings where we have had a total 
of more than four thousand Masons in attendance. I shall 
always be indebted to Worshipful Brother A. D. Leon Gray 
for the very excellent program which he prepared and so 
ably presented to the Masters and Wardens during the 
afternoon sessions of the District meetings. His program 
has been well received and many wonderful comments have 
come to me about the benefits derived by those who were 
privileged to hear his address on “How to be a better Mas- 
ter." Thank you again, Brother Gray. 


In my visits over our Grand Jurisdiction I have tried on 
every occasion to be just “one of the boys," because I realize 
that each of us is just a Master Mason. 

The annual reports of our District Deputy Grand Mas- 
ters tend to prove that there is much interest and concern 
for Masonry in our great State. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 
I recommend that we continue our usual appropriations 
to Charity, to the Masonic Service Association, the Grand 
Masters and Grand Secretaries Conferences, the Masonic 
Relief Association of the United States and Canada, the 
Southeastern Masonic Conference, the George Washington 
Masonic National Memorial Association, the Masonic Ser- 
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vice Association for Hospital Visitation, the Order of De- 
Molay, the Order of the Rainbow for Girls, and that we 
appropriate $40,000.00 to the Oxford Orphanage and $40,- 
000.00 to the Masonic and Eastern Star Home. 


I recommend that this Grand Lodge adopt a suitable 
metal chain collar for the Past Grand Masters, and for the 
Grand Lodge Line Officers other than the Grand Master. 


I recommend that we slow down the building program at 
the Masonic & Eastern Star Home until such time as our 
finances are in better condition. 


I recommend stronger financial aid and support of 
DeMolay. 


This great Youth Organization stresses unselfish de- 
votion, and holds to the creed that the best way to get the 
more desirable things out of life is to give them freely to 
others. Their great need in this Grand Jurisdiction is cap- 
able aduit leadership. Brethren, it is my sincere hope that 
more of our Masons will roll up their sleeves and contri- 
bute freely of their time and talents to help these fine 
young men. 


ARREST AND RESTORATION OF CHARTER 
OF FAIRMONT LODGE NO. 528, A.F. & A.M. 

At the last session of the Grand Lodge of A.F. € A.M. of 
North Carolina, the Order of M.'.W.'.Brother G. Dudley 
Humphrey, P.G.M., pertaining to Fairmont Lodge No. 528 
was approved. The Order reads as follows: 

“I order the Master, Wardens and members of F. lodge to take 
whatever steps that may be necessary for the lodge to get control of 
its lodge premises to eliminate such abuses, or for it to obtain another 
Lodge Hall." 

I must presume that the lodge took the course of getting 
control of its lodge premises since a small part of the prop- 
erty on which the Temple is situated was deeded to Fair- 
mont Lodge on March 22, 1965. 


From the information furnished me by a duly author- 
ized representative who had talked with several members of 
Fairmont Lodge and from a complete check of the minutes 
and other records of Fairmont Lodge, there was no question 
that the property in its entirety belonged to Fairmont Lodge 
but had been deeded to another organization for the sole 
purpose of avoiding the Grand Lodge and circumventing 
THE CODE. 
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The purchase of the property, the erection of the Temple 
and the borrowing of some money was all done in the name 
of another organization but under the direction and control 
of Fairmont Lodge. This, again, indicates the avoiding of 
the Grand Lodge and by-passing The Code. None of the 
above acts were submitted to the Lodge Service Commission 
for approval. 


After considering all information at hand, I directed 
that an Emergent Communication of Fairmont Lodge be 
be called on March 12, 1966 for the purpose of correcting the 
violations of our Masonic law and to get the property prop- 
erly deeded to Fairmont Lodge. At the said Emergent Com- 
munication, a good deal of resistance was offered to correct- 
ing the violations and it was stated that the property in its 
entirety would not be deeded to Fairmont Lodge. 


The law of the Grand Lodge is very clear in the matter of 
what shall be done in the purchasing of property, the erec- 
tion of a Temple and the borrowing of monies, and in view 
of the information which I had and the attitude which pre- 
vailed at the Emergent Communication, I had no other 
choice but to ARREST the Charter of Fairmont Lodge No. 
528. 


On March 20, 1966, a meeting was held with several 
members of Fairmont Lodge in the Grand Lodge offices in 
Raleigh, North Carolina. At this meeting, I was assured 
that the property would be deeded to Fairmont Lodge and 
that the Lodge was willing to cooperate in any way possible 
to correct the violations. 


In compliance with the agreements and discussion at 
this meeting, I issued the following orders: 


After having discussed the ownership of the property of Fairmont 
Lodge No. 528 with several of your officers and members I have 
decided it would be in the best interest of Masonry and of Fairmont 
Lodge to restore this CHARTER, which I arrested on March 12, 1966. 

Therefore, by authority of the power invested in me as Grand 
Master of Masons in North Carolina, I do hereby restore the CHAR- 
TER of Fairmont Lodge No. 528, A.F. & A.M. 


Given under my hand and seal at Mount Airy, North Carolina 
this twenty-first day of March, 1966. 


I hereby direct and order the Master of Fairmont Lodge No. 528 
to call an Emergent Communication of Fairmont Lodge No. 528 to be 
held on Monday, March 28, 1966, for the following purposes: 


1. Explanation to the membership of the conditions which 
must be met by Fairmont Lodge No. 528. 
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2. Election of five Trustees (as provided for in the By-laws). 
The membership of Fairmont Lodge No. 528 must be notified of 
this Emergent Comunication, in compliance with Regulations 51- 
14 and 51-15 of THE CODE. 
Given under my hand and seal at Mount Airy, North Carolina, this 
twenty-first day of March, 1966. 


Pursuant to the restoration of the CHARTER of Fairmont Lodge 
No. 528, A.F. & A.M. as of March 21, 1966, I do hereby order that the 
following conditions be complied with by Fairmont Lodge No. 528: 

1. Elect five Trustees. 

2. Property in its entirety (260’ x 621’) must be deeded in the 

name of the Trustees of Fairmont Lodge No. 528, A.F. & 

A.M. 


3. The Deed must be searched by an attorney approved by the 
Grand Master, and the attorney’s Certificate of Title must be 
attached to the Deed. 


4. The Deed and Certificate must be forwarded to the Grand 
Lodge for approval by the Lodge Service Commission before 
recording. 


5. The Deed must be recorded by the Register of Deeds of 
Robeson County, and certification to this effect returned to 
the Grand Lodge office. 


6. The above items must be complied with in good faith on or 
before April 8, 1966, or the CHARTER of Fairmont Lodge 
No. 528 will be arrested and the recommendation made to the 
Grand Lodge of A.F. € A.M. of North Carolina that it per- 
manently be revoked. 


This order and those orders relative to restoration of your CHAR- 
TER and the calling of an Emergent Communication on March 28, 
1966, shall be read and made a part of the minutes of the said Emer- 
gent Communication on March 28, 1966. 


Given under my hand and seal at Mount Airy, North Carolina 
this twenty-first day of March, 1966. 


I am most happy to report that Fairmont Lodge has fully 
complied with these Orders and are now back at work. 


My Brethren, the arresting of the Charter of Fairmont 
Lodge was, without any doubt, the hardest and most 
unpleasant Masonic duty I have ever had to perform. On the 
other hand, though, one of the most pleasant duties I per- 
formed as your Grand Master, was the restoring of this 
Charter. 

In my opinion, all of this situation could have been avoid- 
ed. I realize that ignorance of the law played some part in 
the violation, but when your Grand Lodge Officers, the 
Grand Secretary’s office and the District Deputy Grand 
Masters are so readily available and willing to serve you, 
there is no excuse. 


70 PROCEEDINGS OF THE 


This certainly has been a tragic experience for Fairmont 
Lodge. I firmly believe, though, that Fairmont Lodge has 
emerged stronger and more dedicated than at any time dur- 
ing its long history. 


ORDER 
RE: SOLICITATION 
NEILL S. STEWART LODGE NO. 556, A. F. & A. M. 

It has come to my attention that your lodge has sent a letter to 
each lodge in the state soliciting funds for the purpose of constructing 
a lodge building in Erwin to replace the Lodge Hall which was rec- 
ently destroyed by fire. 


The soliciting of funds from lodges in North Carolina is in viola- 
tion of Regulations 95-08, 95-09, 95-10 and 95-11 of The Code, and I 
hereby order: 


1. That your lodge issue another letter stating that your previous 
letter dated March 28, 1966, was in violation of The Code and that 
each and every lodge should disregard your appeal for help. A copy of 
this letter shall be furnished the Grand Secretary. 


2. That any monies received from other lodges be returned immed- 
iately with a letter of explanation as to why the money cannot be 
accepted. 


This Order shall be read at the next stated communication of your 
lodge following its receipt and shall be made a part of the minutes of 
said stated communication. 


Given under my hand and seal at Mount Airy, North Carolina, 
this seventh day of April, 1966. 

(I am happy to report that the above order has been 
complied with.) 


CONCLUSION 


On being installed as your Grand Master a year ago I 
stated that I felt I had been elected to serve all of the 
Master Masons in this Grand Jurisdiction. I trust that in 
some small way I have accomplished at least a part of th's 
goal. From the bottom of my heart I am grateful to each of 
you for having had the opportunity to be your Grand Mas- 
ter. I realize that no higher honor can come to any man, 
and the past year will always be one that I shall never, 
never forget. No one can possibly realize just how good the 
Masons of North Carolina really are until he has had the 
honor of serving as Grand Master. I am deeply indebted to 
a great many Masons for their timely and kindly advice and 
unselfish service to our Grand Lodge and your Grand 
Master. Thank you again, my Brethren all. 


I have been away from my home and my family much 
of this year when at least for some of that time I should 
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have been with them. They have been most considerate 
and understanding of my problems on every occasion, and 
I am most grateful to them. 

I am also most grateful to Worshipful Brother Earl 
Watson and the Masons of the 47th District for arranging 
the testimonial dinner for my family and myself last June. 
It was a wonderful event which will be in our memories 
for a long time to come. 

I extend my sincere thanks to the Grand Lodge Line

The following report of the Committee on Oxford 
Orphanage was presented, entered on the record and re- 
ferred to the Committee on Finance: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


Your Committee on Oxford Orphanage visited our Orphanage 
with every member present. Our Committee was enthusiastically wel- 
comed by every child and adult we contacted during our visit. On the 
basis of our official visit and the knowledge of the individual members 
of your Committee we make the following declarations and recommen- 
dations. 


1. We wish to record our impressions of the Orphanage. We saw 
a beautiful tree sheltered campus where the old is blending into the 
new, revealing the progress of development. We shared the joy of 
our children at work and play, the harmony among the adults and 
children, which we realize is the true nature of our institution. We 
saw the new buildings replacing the old and approve the wisdom of 
long range planning of our Orphanage Administration. We reviewed 
the efficiency of the operation and commend the organization of our 
Orphanage personnel. 


2. Our Orphanage is efficiently operated. The cooperation of our 
Administrators, A. D. Leon Gray, E. T. Regan and M. E. Parham is 
wisely directing the effective program of child care. This is revealed 
in the health, happiness and nurture of our children, who receive 
better training than the average home. We were greatly impressed 
with the economy of our Orphanage, which operates $146.80 per capita 
less than the average of all similar institutions in our state. 

9. We heartily endorse the wisdom of the long range plans of our 
Board of Directors. They have successfully erected three new cottages 
and a new vocational building during the past three years. They are 
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demolishing the old vocational buildings, constructing and repairing 
driveways, and creating new athletic fields for the children. They 
plan the erection of nine new fireroof cottages to replace the old build- 
ings, which have been in use for seventy years. The new buildings 
are efficiently designed, well constructed and beautifully appointed. 
We deeply regret that the building program must be hindered for the 
lack of funds, but compliment our Board on its policy of debt free 
construction. 
4. We sincerely make the following recommendations: 


A. The enriched support of each Lodge and every Mason in 
our jurisdiction. 
B. The same appropriation as last year by the Grand Lodge. 
C. That all the printing work of the Grand Lodge be assigned 
to the new Press of Oxford Orphanage, because each job will actually 
enrich the Grand Lodge. 
D. That each District Deputy Grand Master organize a Dis- 
trict Visitation to our Orphanage.

REPORT OF THE REPRESENTATIVES TO THE 
SOUTHEASTERN MASONIC CONFERENCE 
(Docket No. 11) 


The following report of the representatives to the South- 
eastern Masonic Conference was read and entered on the 
record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

At the request of the Grand Master of Masons in North Carolina, 
M..W..Samuel A. Hennis, Jr, R.°.W.’.Brother Arnold J. Koonce, 
Deputy Grand Master, and R.'.W.'.Robert N. Bass, Jr., Junior Grand 
Warden, attended the Southeastern Conference in Jackson, Mississippi. 
Brothers Koonce and Bass left by plane on August 12 and attended 
all of the sessions, beginning at 8:30 a.m. on August 13 and closing 
at noon Saturday, August 15. 

The Conference was ably presided over by M.'.W.'.Robert M. An- 
derson, Grand Master of Mississippi. M.'.W.'.Brother Anderson wel- 
comed all of the brethren present. There were seven addresses given 
by the different members attending the Conference. All of these ad- 
dresses were very timely and the topics were well-chosen and the 
material contained in each was very enlightening. Each of the breth- 
ren speaking were speaking from an assigned topic. R.'.W.'.Brother 
Koonce spoke on the topic “The Importance of Dignity and Decorum 
in Degree Work.” All the topics were well received by the brethren 
present. It is the considered opinion of Brother Koonce and Brother 
Bass that much good could come from the Southeastern Masonic Con- 
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ference and that it could be most effective if more of the Southeastern 
states would participate. 

At the Grand Lodge session of North Carolina in April, 1965, it 
was voted to invite the Southeastern Masonic Conference to meet in 
North Carolina in 1967. If this is correct, it would appear that this 
invitation should be extended at the next Conference which will meet 
in Florida during 1966. 

This report could be very lengthy but in as much as the minutes 
of this meeting have already been mailed to all of the Grand Lodge 
officers, it is not necessary to go into great detail about the meeting 
in Jackson, Mississippi. 

It might be worth mentioning that, in the informal discussion 
from the floor, the matter of Mississippi withdrawing recognition 
from the Grand Jurisdiction of New Jersey was fully discussed at dif- 
ferent times. Your representatives, along with those from the other 
Grand Jurisdictions other than Mississippi, did not enter into this dis- 
cussion. Your representatives did not feel that they were authorized 
to speak for the Grand Lodge of North Carolina on this matter. Of 
course there was no action taken as none could be taken according 
to the By-Laws of the Southeastern Masonic Conference. 

Your representatives believe that this Conference could be made 
more meaningful if more attention were given to social activity in 
which the ladies might participate. The only social activity in Jackson 
was the banquet which was held on Friday evening and which the la- 
dies attended.

ON DEMOLAY

The following report of the Grand Master's Committee 
on DeMolay was received, entered on the rcord and referred 
to the Committee on Finance: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


First, may we thank you, Grand Master Hennis, and this Most 
Worshipful Grand Lodge, for the opportunity to be of service. The 
challenges, achievements along with the attendant honors will always 
occupy a place of fond memories in our hearts. Brethren, this has been 
a great opportunity for us. We have made so many new young friends, 
their faith, respect, and admiration for us, we hope we may deserve. 
We shall try to prove worthy. We had the privilege of attending many 
Chapter meetings with these fine young men. Two of these meetings 
stand out in our minds; The Annual State Conclave and The Grand 
Master’s Class. 

We should like for this Grand Lodge to consider the following: 
DeMolay needs more Advisors, Master Masons supporting and at- 
tending local Chapter meetings.

REPORT OF THE CODE COMMISSION 
(Docket No. 13) 


The following report of the Code Commission was 
received and entered on the record, referred to the Commit- 
tee on Masonic Jurisprudence and to the Committee on 
Finance: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


Pursuant to the recommendation of the Committee on Masonic 
Jurisprudence made at the Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge 
in April, 1965, a motion to postpone action on the proposed amend- 
ments to THE CODE was adopted. The Code Commission then issued 
another pamphlet on December 15, 1965 which included all of the pro- 
posed amendments listed in the pamphlet dated December 7, 1964, plus 
several others listed on pages 76 through 82 of the 1965 Proceedings, 
as well as others proposed and received prior to the deadline in Octo- 
ber, 1965. All proposed amendments not listed in the 1965 Proceedings 
are being listed in this pamphlet for your information, as follows: 
REGULATION 35-09. Amend this regulation to read as follows, to 
wit: 

REG. 35-09. Each subordinate lodge shall engage the services of a Cer- 
tified Lecturer for instruction in the ritualistie work for one week or 
the equivalent thereof every two years. 
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At least fifteen consecutive calendar months shall elapse between the 
dates of such instruction. 

However, the Board of Custodians in its discretion, and upon applica- 
tion may excuse a lodge from this requirement for not more than one 
year from the date of expiration; and thereafter the Board in its dis- 
cretion, and for good reasons, and upon another application, may ex- 
cuse the lodge for not more than one additional consecutive year 
(making a limit of two consecutive years that such lodge may be ex- 
cused), after which no further excuse shall be granted such lodge un- 
til after it has been actually instructed as hereinbefore required. 

A lodge that has been excused shall obtain the required instruction in 
the ritualistic work through the Lecture Service within one year after 
the last day of the period for which it was last excused. 

A lodge that has not been lectured within four years shall not be ex- 
cused. 

REG. 37-01. Amend and revise this Regulation to make it read as fol- 
lows, to wit: 

REG. 37-01. The Code Commission shall be composed of five members, 
to be appointed by the Grand Master. The Grand Master shall name 
the chairman of the said commission. The first members to be appoint- 
ed shall hold office as follows: one member for five years, one mem- 
ber for four years, one member for three years, one member for two 
years, and one member for one year; at each annual communication 
of the Grand Lodge the incoming Grand Master shall appoint one 
member to serve for five years. Each member of the commission shall 
be well informed in the law and usage of Masonry and of this Grand 
Jurisdiction in particular, and shall have been a Past Master at least 
s years prior to his appointment and their duties shall be as fol- 
OWS: 

REG. 38-13 (1). Amend and revise this regulation by adding subdivis- 
ion one (1) to make it read as follows, to wit: 

1. In the event the Grand Master desires to have a memorial service 
in lieu of the single necrology report, he shall appoint a committee on 
necrology composed of several members, with one of them designated 
as the chairman. It shall be their duty to prepare and conduct a mem- 
orial service appropriate to the memory of the deceased Master Ma- 
sons. It is recommended that the ceremony be the first order of busi- 
ness on Wednesday morning of the annual communication. This ser- 
vice need not be acted upon by the Grand Lodge, but it shall be re- 
ceived, entered upon the record, and printed as a transaction of the 
Grand Lodge in the annual Proceedings. [33-01 (3H); 33-07.] 


REG. 45-03. Amend and revise this regulation to make it read as fol- 
lows, to wit: 

REG. 45-03 The Grand Secretary shall prepare the charter for a new 
lodge on the prescribed form; and he shall, together with the presid- 
ing Grand Master at the communication at which the charter was 
granted, sign it under the seal of the Grand Lodge in the way and 
manner heretofore observed in this juridiction. 

REG. 49-03 (16). Amend and revise this regulation to make it read 
as follows, to wit: 
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REG, 49-03 (16). No lodge shall permit the use of its hall or meeting 
place or other rooms or space in the same building over which it has 
control to be used for bazaars, dances, card parties, or for any pur- 
pose which would discredit Masonry. Provided, however, that when 
a Chapter of the Order of DeMolay, or an Assembly of the Order of 
the Rainbow for Girls, either or both of which usually meets in the 
said lodge building, should desire to hold private dances in a room 
other than the lodge hall of the said building, it is permissible to do 
so provided at least three adult couples who are either DeMolay Dads 
and their wives or Mother Advisors of Rainbow Assemblies and their 
husbands are present at all times as chaperones. 


REG. 52-05. Amend and revise this regulation by adding a new sub- 
division one (1) thereto, to make it read as follows, to wit: 


1. If a lodge, for any reason, changes its name and/or location from 
that which is set forth in its charter, its seal shall also be changed 
to agree with the new name and/or location. 

REG. 54-01 (1). Amend and revise this subdivision to make it read 
as follows, to wit: 

1. The sum of three dollars and fifty cents for each member of the 
lodge at low twelve on December thirty-first. [5-01 (1); 24-01 (3); 
24-02; 89-01; 89-10]. 

REG. 64-01 (2). This is a new subdivision to Reg. 64-01: 

REG. 64-01 (2). A brother who has served as Master of a lodge from 
the date of the charter to the annual communication of said lodge in 
December, and who also served in that office while the lodge was 
under dispensation, is entitled to the rank of Past Master of the said 
lodge. 

REG. 67-16 (15). Repeal and make void all of this subsection number 
15 and mark the same OBSOLETE. 

REG. 73-14. Repeal and make void all of this regulation and mark 
the same OBSOLETE. 

REG. 78-02. Repeal and make void all of this regulation and mark 
the same OBSOLETE. 


REG. 83-16. Repeal and make void all of this regulation and mark 
the same OBSOLETE. 


REG. 83-22 (1). Amend and revise this subdivision to make it read as 
follows, to wit: 


1. A dues receipt card, showing dues paid at least four months in ad- 
vance, is acceptable in lieu of a Certificate of Good Standing. 


REG. 84-05. Amend and revise this regulation to make it read as 
follows, to wit: 

Each request for an absolute demit whether written or oral must be 
presented to the lodge at a stated communication, and if it appears 
that the foregoing requirements have been met, such request shall 
be granted, by order of the Master, entered of record, without vote 
of the lodge; and the Secretary shall issue to the applicant a certifi- 
cate thereof under seal of the lodge. Such order of the Master, when 
made and entered of record, cannot be revoked nor reconsidered after 
the close of that communication; and from the close of the communi- 
cation the membership of the applicant ceases. A request for a demit 
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may be withdrawn only by the applicant and before action is taken 
thereon as herein provided, but the action of the lodge may be recon- 
sidered before the close of the communication at which a demit is 
granted. 


PROPOSAL A. 


REG. 84-22. Amend and revise this regulation to make it read as 
follows, to wit: 


REG. 84-22. A certificate of absolute demit, when ordered, by the 
lodge, shall be issued by the Secretary and signed by him under the 
seal of the lodge, and it shall bear the date the lodge acted to grant 
it. Provided, however, that when another grand jurisdiction has or 
shall enact a like provision as to this Grand Jurisdiction, a lodge in 
this Grand Jurisdiction may act in advance to grant a demit to a 
member who desires to join with others in the organization of a new 
lodge in another grand jurisdiction, in which case the demit shall 
bear the same date as the date of the institution of the new lodge. 


(1) All certificates of demit granted and issued by lodges in this 
Grand Jurisdiction shall be sent to the Grand Secretary’s office for 
certification. 


PROPOSAL B. 


REG. 84-22. Amend and revise this regulation to make it read as 
follows, to wit: 


REG. 84-22. A certificate of absolute demit, when ordered by the lodge, 
shall be issued by the Secretary and signed by him under the seal of 
the lodge, and it shall bear the date the lodge acted to grant it; and 
the said certificate shall be delivered to, or mailed by the Secretary 
to, the last known address, of the applicant, and the minutes of the 
lodge at the next stated communication shall bear record of delivery 
or mailing and the date thereof. Provided; however, that when another 
grand jurisdiction has or shall enact a like provision as to this Grand 
Jurisdiction, a lodge in this Grand Jurisdiction may act in advance 
to grant a demit to a member who desires to join with others in the 
organization of a new lodge in another grand jurisdiction, in which 
case the demit shall bear the same date as the date of the institution 
of the new lodge. 


REG. 85-34 (3). This subdivision (3) should be amended to read: 


* . , . but in no event shall an extension be given beyond the last 
stated communication in August in the year next following the date 
of the Official Notice of Delinquency."

expense of the Grand Lodge. To entitle a brother to the Veterans’ Em- 
blem, he must have been a Master Mason in good standing for a total 
of at least fifty years; in the event he has been deprived of all the 
rights and privileges of a Master Mason because of demission or ex- 
clusion, the time he was non-affiliated shall be eliminated in counting 
the years to arrive at the membership for fifty years; however, if he 
has been suspended or expelled for un-Masonic conduct, he shall not 
be eligible for the award. (84-26; 84-27; 94-04; 95-33; 95-38). 

REG. 93-04. Add a new regulation, the text thereof to read as fol- 
lows, to wit: 


A subordinate lodge shall have the right to set or place a commemor- 
ative plaque in the wall of an existing building, and a deposit of cer- 
tain memorials may be placed in the opening provided therefor, but 
there are no Masonic ceremonies for the setting or placing of the 
plaque. 

1. The Plaque may be either stone or metal. 


2. It shall be engraved with such particulars as may be deemed neces- 
sary. 

REG. 95-26. Amend and revise this regulation to eliminate the last 
sentence therein.

Provided, however, that when a Chap- 
ter of the Order of DeMolay, or an Assembly of the Order of the 
Rainbow for Girls, either or both of which usually meets in the said 
lodge building, should desire to hold private dances in a room other 
than the lodge hall of the said building, it is permissible to do so pro- 
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vided at least three adult couples who are either DeMolay Dads and 
their wives or Mother Advisors of Rainbow Assemblies and their hus- 
bands are present at all times as chaperones. 


REG. 103-14 (13). Amend and revise this subsection number 13 to 
make it read as follows, to wit: 


The Secretary of the lodge of which the accused is, or last was, a mem- 
ber shall read the decision of the Trial Commission at the first stat- 
ed communication after he receives it and only the following record 
shall be made in the minutes of that communication; *Notice was re- 
ceived at this stated communication that Brother ————- was found 
(not guilty or guilty) of the charges against him for un-Masonic con- 
duct, and that he had been (penalty here) therefor." 
REG. 109-13. Repeal and make void all of this regulation and mark 
same OBSOLETE.

REPORT OF THE GRAND HISTORIAN 
(Docket No. 14) 


The following report of the Grand Historian was 
received and entered on the record: 


To The Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

When your Grand Historian was appointed some years ago he 
felt highly honored and fully intended to try to impress upon the 
officers of every lodge to prepare to keep the history of each lodge 
current and to file copies thereof in the office of the Grand Secretary 
in Raleigh. However, my duties as Chief Justice of the Supreme Court 
of North Carolina were so heavy and exacting that I was unable to 
carry out my ideas in this respect. Upon my retirement on 5th of 
February 1966 I determined to attend all the Sessions of the Grand 
Lodge in Winston-Salem in April and procured reservations accord- 
ingly at the Robert E. Lee Hotel. I am exceedingly anxious to meet 
with the members of the Grand Lodge again. However, on March 21, 
1966, I was notified that I would be recalled to serve for the next few 
months as an Emergency Justice of the Supreme Court and am now 
serving in that capacity, which will make it necessary for me to again 
miss the Sessions of the Grand Lodge. 

Mrs. Denny and I had the pleasure of attending a banquet on 
Saturday evening, June 5, 1965, at the Reeves Y.M.C.A. in Mt. Airy 
honoring Most Worshipful Brother Samuel Andrew Hennis, Jr., Grand 
Master of Masons in North Carolina. The principal address was 
delivered by Past Grand Master Most Worshipful William J. Bundy. 
Brother Bundy delivered an eloquent and informative address and 
paid a beautiful tribute to our Grand Master and to his lovely wife. 

I am happy to report the dedication of five new Masonic 
Temples in 1965, the laying of the cornerstone for two new Temples, 
as well as the laying of the cornerstone for the new building at the 
Masonic and Eastern Star Home in Greensboro, and the laying of 
cornerstones for two new buildings on the campus of the Oxford 
Orphanage at Oxford. 
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We now have three hundred seventy Chartered Lodges in this 
Grand Jurisdiction and three Lodges Under Dispensation, making the 
total number of Lodges Chartered and Under Dispensation as of 
December 31, 1965, three hundred seventy-three. Likewise, the number 
of Master Masons on December 31, 1965, exceeded sixty-five thousand. 
Therefore, the number of Lodges Chartered and Under Dispensation 
as well as the number of Master Masons is the highest in the history 
of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina. 


As men and Masons we should be proud of this record and 
diligently seek to meet the duties and responsibilities that lie ahead 
of us.

REPORT OF THE REPRESENTATIVE 
TO THE MASONIC SERVICE ASSOCIATION 
OF THE UNITED STATES 
(Docket No. 27) 


M.'.W.'. Robert L. Pugh, P.G.M., Representative to the 
Masonic Service Association of the United States, presented 
the following report, which was read and entered on the 
record. The recommendation that the Grand Lodge continue 
its membership in the Masonic Service Association of the 
United States for the ensuing year was adopted unan:- 
mously, and the matter of finances referred to the Commit- 
tee on Finance: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

The Forty-Seventh Annual Meeting of the Masonic Service As- 
sociation of the United States was held in the Diplomat Room of the 
Shoreham Hotel on February 21, 1966, beginning at nine-thirty 
o'clock in the morning in our nation's capital, Washington, D. C. 
North Carolina Masons had a partieular interest in this meeting, be- 
cause our own Grand Master, Most Worshipful Sam A. Hennis, Jr., 
had served as chairman of the Conference Committee, and as the con- 
ference proceeded it was quite obvious that our Grand Master had 
done his work well and that we had every reason to be proud of the 
contribution he made to the success of the entire conference. 
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After the call to order, the conference proceeded to the various 
business items included on the agenda. Perhaps the most important 
was the presentation of the report of the Executive Commission by 
Most Worshipful George W. Toft, the chairman of the Commission 
and a Past Grand Master from South Dakota. 


In the Commission’s report, it was noted that the Grand Lodge 
of Texas had joined the Association in April, 1965, and that also the 
Grand Lodge of Alabama had asked that it no longer be considered 
a member, its withdrawal resulting from a misunderstanding con- 
cerning its 1961 resolution applying for membership. At the present 
time, the Masonic Service Association is composed of 42 Grand Lodg- 
es, the largest membership in its history. The report included a very 
gratifying demonstration of “The Big Heart of Masonry" in a 
moment of catastrophe when it was reported that many Grand Lodges 
throughout the United States responded to the appeal of Grand 
Master Woodrow A. Downs of Louisiana made on September 21 asking 
for contributions to “The Grand Master's Hurricane Relief Fund." 
The response was almost immediate and as of December 31, 1965, a 
total of $57,031.20 had been forwarded from other Grand Lodges 
through the Masonic Service Association of Louisiana. 


The MSA continues its publication and distribution of printed 
material in a very effective manner. All of its Digests, Short Talk 
Bulletins, Programs, Reports, etc., are distributed as issued to Grand 
Masters, Deputy Grand Masters, Grand Secretaries, and to such Dis- 
triet Deputy Grand Masters, heads of committees and present and 
past Grand Lodge officers as the Grand Masters in each member 
Grand Jurisdictions have designated. Twelve issues of The Short Talk 
Bulletin were issued in 1965, now making a total of 516 in print. The 
value of these Short Talk Bulletins is indicated by the fact that they 
are widely reprinted abroad, as well as at home. They are most in- 
formative and afford an excellent basis for programs in our lodge 
meetings. 


In addition to the Short Talk Bulletins and the Digests, the MSA 
also has four inspirational addresses on 16mm. sound film, each of 
which runs approximately 30 minutes. They have become a very pop- 
ular source of program material in the constituent lodges of mem- 
ber Grand Lodges. 


The Association continues its service to Masons in Veterans Hos- 
pitals by an intensive program of Hospital Visitation under the di- 
rection of Chief Field Agent, William C. Edmunds, and ably assisted 
by his Deputy, Brother Paul S. Murphy, Field Agent. The need for 
the Association's services to hospitalized Armed Forces personnel and 
to veterans has not diminished. In fact, with the warfare now going 
on in Viet Nam the need is increasing. 'Casualties are arriving in 
stateside hospitals in growing numbers; the wounds received in guer- 
rilla warfare are serious; gunshot and shrapnel wounds are bad, but 
the deep lacerations inflicted by jungle knives and ravages of tropi- 
cal diseases are taking a heavy toll. We really need more hospital 
visitors to minister to these newer casualties. Age is also claiming 
its victims, more sick and infirm veterans of other wars are being 
hospitalized. There is an increasing need for the Association to ex- 
tend its visitation program to these bedsides. This service needs to be 
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expanded, but the Association is financially unable to provide for any 
further extensions of this very necessary program. 


In North Carolina, for example, one hospital visitor serves the 
veterans at Fort Bragg, in Fayetteville, and also in Camp Lejeune. 
This visitor, Brother William E. Whitman, is indefatigable in his 
labors and during the past year made 6,368 visits to new patients in 
these three hospitals. He made bedside visits to old patients in the 
number of 22,392. Of these, 1,473 visits were made to Master Masons. 
The Veterans Hospital at Oteen is served by an official hospital visi- 
tor, whereas the Veterans Hospital in Salisbury is served by a volun- 
teer group under the direction of the Masonic lodges in that district. 
Only the Veterans Hospital in Durham is now without any hospital 
visitation, and it is believed efforts are being made at the present 
time to bring this hospital into the program in some form or other. 


I have referred to our MSA hospital visitor in the three Veter- 
ans Hospitals in the southeastern part of North Carolina, Brother 
William E. Whitman. Brother Whitman has now completed twenty 
years of service in the Masonic Service Association as a hospital vis- 
itor and is therefore entitled to the 20-year Service Award. This is 
particularly significant, and I am indeed happy on behalf of the 
Grand Lodge of North Carolina and the Masonic Service Association 
to request Brother Whitman to come to the East and receive from 
our Grand Master this 20-year Service Award in token of our appre- 
ciation of the assistance he has rendered to countless thousands of 
hospitalized Masons. 

It is recommended that the Grand Lodge of North Carolina con- 
tinue its membership in the Masonic Service Association with a pay- 
ment of dues which has been in the amount of approximately $1,550, 
and that we furthermore continue our participation in the hospital 
visitation program by allocating the sum of $3,000 for this purpose 
in the budget for the coming year. Both of these items are the same 
amount as was provided in our budget for the preceding year.

THE REPORT OF THE REPRESENTATIVE 
. TO THE GEORGE WASHINGTON MASONIC 
NATIONAL MEMORIAL 
(Docket No. 28) 


M..W..Robert L. Pugh, P.G.M., Representative to 
the George Washington Masonic National Memorial Asso- 
ciation, presented the following report, which was adopted. 
The portion of the report having to do with finance was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Finance: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The George Washington Masonic National Memorial Association 
met Tuesday morning, February 22, 1966, at ten o’clock with the 
President, John H. Hessey, Past Grand Master of Maryland, presid- 
ing. Brother Hessey announced that the Memorial is now complete in 
sofar as the utilization of the various floors was concerned; that 
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the museum, which was a gift of the Scottish Rite Bodies of the North- 
ern and Southern Jurisdictions, had been completed and that a dedi- 
catory service would be held in the afternoon. 


Certainly the most significant part of the morning’s program 
was North Carolina’s presentation to the Memorial of a check in the 
amount of $67,200. North Carolina’s Representative to the Associa- 
tion read a statement to the large group of brethren assembled con- 
cerning the campaign which North Carolina had waged during the 
past five years enabling it to complete its participation in “The 
Pennsylvania Plan" for the permanent endowment of the George 
Washington Masonic Memorial. He stated that five Grand Masters 
had participated in this campaign, each one of whom had worked 
diligently in an effort to raise as much of the sum as was possible. 
This effort began with the administration of Most Worshipful James 
W. Brewer and was continued during the term of office of Most Wor- 
shipful Charles C. Ricker, Most Worshipful W. Edward Burrier, Most 
Worshipful G. Dudley Humphrey, and the present Grand Master, Most 
Worshipful Sam A. Hennis, Jr. The Representative reported that the 
check represented contributions from 63,532 Masons in North Caro- 
lina, as well as 364 lodges. He stated that there were only 18 lodges 
throughout the state that did not contribute 100% of their quota, but 
that every lodge had contributed something. Following this statement, 
our Grand Master, Most Worshipful Sam A. Hennis, Jr., was recog- 
nized and he presented the check to Brother Hessey. 


Thus, a great program has been brought to a successful conclu- 
sion, and Masons throughout North Carolina ean well feel proud of 
their efforts in creating a permanent Endowment Fund, which, when 
the total amount desired has been raised, will perpetuate a mainte- 
nance program without additional cost. At the present time, only about 
one-half of the desired total amount has been raised. Five million dol- 
lars is the desired goal, and until this amount has been reached, the 
Memorial Association will continue to be in need of funds to maintain 
the Memorial. North Carolina surely desires to continue its assistance. 
It is felt that our brethren will have a much stronger tie with the 
Memorial and will have a feeling of closer relationship if we continue 
our participation in this great program at least until the full amount 
of endowment has been raised. There is still much work that needs to 
be done. Those who visit it are conscious of the needs that yet must be 
met, therefore even though the Masons of North Carolina have done 
exceedingly well and have established a marvelous record, surely our 
pride in the Association and our love for the Memorial would dictate 
our continuing to be a very vital part of its operation. It is recom- 
mended, therefore, that the Grand Lodge of North Carolina continue 
its appropriation in the same annual amount as heretofore. 


You will be interested, I am sure, in listening to a portion of a 
letter written by Illustrious Brother Marvin E. Fowler, Secretary- 
Treasurer of the Memorial Association in which he stated that “the 
suecess of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina in attaining their 
goal by raising $67,200 for the Endowment Fund of the Memorial 
makes us very happy. We greatly appreciate the generosity of the Ma- 
sons of North Carolina and the efforts of the several Masons who 
assured the success of this program in your Grand Lodge. I 
am thinking particularly of the five Past Grand Masters named in 
your letter and yourself. I am sure that the success of this program 
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has brought happiness to each of you, and I also hope that the con- 
ducting of this campaign in North Carolina has made the Memorial at 
Alexandria more realistic to the Masons of your jurisdiction. We 
would like for each of them when they are in this vicinity to visit the 
Memorial. 

“It has been a delight to receive your check in the amount of 
$67,200, which will be deposited today in our Endowment Fund. As 
you have an opportunity, it will be appreciated if you will extend our 
grateful thanks to those who have had an active part in raising this 
splendid sum. On behalf of the officers of the Association, I thank 
you most sincerely and want you to know that we appreciate the past 
and continued support of the Masons in North Carolina.”

WHEREAS, At a meeting of the Grand Lodge Committee on Pub- 
lications Friday afternoon, September 10, 1965, a suggestion was 
made by our Grand Master, Most Worshipful Sam A. Hennis, Jr., 
that a Subcommittee on Publications should be appointed and should 
be charged with the responsibility of drafting a complete proposal 
for a Grand Lodge publication which would involve all of the steps 
and details necessary for the presentation of a suitable resolution to 
the Grand Lodge; and 


WHEREAS, The chairman of the Committee on Publications, 
Most Worshipful Watson Sherrod, subsequently appointed a subcom- 
mittee consisting of M.'.W.'.Robert L. Pugh as chairman, M.'.W.. 
James W. Brewer, M.'.W.'.W. J. Bundy, and W.'.A. D. Leon Gray to 
serve in an advisory capacity; and 

WHEREAS, This subcommittee held its sessions on October 8, 
9, and 10, and gave a great deal of consideration to all the steps, 
stages, procedures, and techniques that would be involved in the 
Grand Lodge sponsorship of a publication which should be made 
available to every member of a subordinate lodge in North Carolina, 
and 

WHEREAS, It has long been felt by many responsible Masonic

unanimously recommend to the Grand Lodge of North Carolina the 
following: 


First, We recommend the issuance of an official publicatioon of 
the Grand Lodge to include no advertisements, and also to be sent 
free of charge to every Master Mason who is a member of a lodge in 
North Carolina; 

Second, That for the first year of its publication the issue shall 
be printed on a bimonthly basis, that is, every two months, or a total 
of six issues for the first twelve-month period, and that in each suc- 
ceeding year the issues shall be published on a monthly basis; 

Third, That the Oxford Orphanage Printing Department shall 
be charged with the responsibility of printing, publishing, and dis- 
tributing the proposed publication, which shall be of a sixteen-page, 
magazine-type, measuring approximately nine by twelve inches; 

Fourth, That the title of this publication shall be THE NORTH 
CAROLINA MASON; 

Fifth, That there shall be created a permanent Grand Lodge Pub- 
lications Committee to consist of five members with staggered terms 
from one to five years, to be chosen by the Board of ‘General Pur- 
poses; 

Sixth, That this Grand Lodge Publications Committee shall be 
charged with the responsibility of establishing the policies of the pub- 
lication, of selecting the editor, who in turn will select his staff, fix- 
ing the compensation of the editor and of his staff, and in general to 
have charge and supervision of the administration of the publication.

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RESOLUTION 
SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON RETIREMENT 


(Docket No. 30) 


The following resolution of the Special Committee on 
Retirement was presented by M.".W.'.James W. Brewer, P. 
G.M., Grand Treasurer, entered on the record and adopted. 
The portion of the resolution having to do with finance was 
referred to the Committee on Finance: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


WHEREAS, The Grand Lodge of A.F. & A.M. of North Caro- 
lina has never had a fixed program of retirement for the employees 
of the Grand Lodge, and 


WHEREAS, It being desirable to have such a program to at- 
tract employees who are competent and efficient and to provide for 
the retirement of such employees who have rendered service to the 
Grand Lodge for a long number of years, and 


WHEREAS, A special Committee of the Board of General Pur- 
poses was appointed to investigate the need for such a program and 
to study several plans of retirement submitted by various insurance 
companies and said committee after thorough investigation recom- 
mended the implementation of a retirement program; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by the Grand Lodge of An- 
cient, Free and Accepted Masons of North Carolina in session in the 
city of Winston-Salem, North Carolina on Tuesday, April 19, 1966: 


1. That we heartily recommend the approval of the retirement 
program selected by the Special Committee and presented to the 
Board of General Purposes by the Security Life and Trust Com- 
pany, said program stipulating that each participating employee 
contribute 495 of his salary with the Grand Lodge paying the 
difference in the annual premium of said program. 


2. That the Grand Lodge make an annual appropriation in an 
amount equal to 1095 of the salary of Most Worshipful Brother 
Charles A. Harris, Grand Secretary; that M.'.W.'.Brother Har- 
ris contribute 4% of his salary; and that both sums of money be 
invested and on the retirement or death of Brother Harris, the 
entire sum with any accumulated dividends and/or interest be 
paid to M.'.W.'.Brother Harris or to the beneficiary designated 
by him. 


8. That Brother Robert W. Sanders be retired on or before his 


75th birthday and the sum of $50.00 a month be paid to Brother 
Sanders for the remainder of his life. 


4. That all employees of the Grand Lodge must retire on the at- 
tainment of their 75th birthday. 


5. That the Committee on Finance be authorized to include in its 
recommended budget the amount necessary to cover the cost of 
this program.

Eulogy Presented by 
M.'.W.'.G. DUDLEY HUMPHREY, P.G.M. 


When the Great Architect of the Universe in the course of His 
Infinite Wisdom, called from our midst CHARLES BAILEY NEW- 
COMB, one of our most faithful members, to His eternal rest in that 
Spiritual Temple, that House not made with hands, eternal in the 
heavens, that to which we all aspire and to which in the course of 
time we may become eligible, it is meet and fitting that we recognize 
his service and devotion to Freemasonry. 

Born at Florence, South Carolina, September 15, 1887 he was the 
son of George Bailey Newcomb and Camilla Horne Bicking Newcomb 
and received his education in the publie schools of that City. In 1906 
he moved to Wilmington, North Carolina and accepted employment 
with the Atlantie Coast Line Railroad Company, and afterwards with 
Einstein Brothers. He graduated from Wilmington Law School and 
was admitted to the practice of Law by the Supreme Court of North 
Carolina on August 28, 1917. 

In Dallas, Texas on December 25, 1909 he was married to Hattie 
Sue Hale, the daughter of Frederick Douglas Hale and Theodosia 
Angelina Bell Hale. Surviving him are his widow, a daughter Amy 
Newcomb Nanzetta of Winston-Salem, North Carolina, and a son, 
Frederick D. Newcomb of Anahiem, California. Another son, George 
D. Newcomb, predeceased his father. 

Although he took an active interest in publie affairs he never 
aspired to the public office. For five years he was a member of the 
Consolidated Board of Education of New Hanover County, and served 
as Chairman for two years. 

He was a charter member of Temple Baptist Church and served 
as Deacon and a Trustee for many years. For more than twenty-five 
years he taught the Men's Bible Class in the Sunday School of Tem- 
ple Baptist Church. 

All of us are aware of Charles Bailey Newcomb's great love for 
Freemasonry. Shortly after attaining the age of twenty-one years he 
petitioned St. John's Lodge No. 1. He was initiated an Entered Ap- 
prentice on May 19, 1909, passed to the degree of Fellowcraft on June 
11, 1909 and raised to the Sublime Degree of Master Mason on June 
14, 1909. He was elected Master of his lodge in June 1915 and served 
as District Deputy Grand Master of the 10th Masonic District from 
1916 to 1926, and from 1920 until November 5, 1965 he served on vari- 
ous boards, commissions and committees of this Grand Lodge, at which 
time, on account of failing health and on the advice of his doctor, he 
tendered to the Grand Master his resignation from all Grand Lodge 
activities. He was elected a life member of his lodge in 1951. 

On January 18, 1917 Grand Master Claude L. Pridgen appointed 
Charles Bailey Newcomb Grand Pursuivant of this Grand Lodge and 
he served in this office for one year. On January 20, 1927, he was 
appeinted Grand Steward by Grand Master John H. Anderson and 
after serving as Grand Pursuivant, Junior and Senior Grand Deacon, 
Junior and Senior Grand Warden and Deputy Grand Master he was 
on April 18, 1935 elected and installed as Grand Master of Masons in 
North Carolina, 
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On January 22, 1925 Most Worshipful Leon Cash, Grand Master, 
appointed Charles Bailey Newcomb a member of the Board of Custo- 
dians and also Secretary thereof. Except during the year 1935, at 
which time he was Grand Master and Chairman ex-officio, he remain- 
ed an active member and Secretary of the Board of Custodians. 


Most Worshipful Brother Newcomb was appointed Chairman of 
the Committee on By-Laws in 1945 and served as such for more than 
twenty years. 


He became a member of the Board of General Purposes on April 


21, 1948 and continued on said Board until he resigned on November 
5, 1965. 


He was a member of the Committee on Masonic J urisprudence 


for more than forty years and served as Secretary thereof for many 
years. 


The Lodge Service Commission was created by action of the 
Grand Lodge on April 22, 1948 at which time Charles Bailey New- 
comb was appointed a member and Chairman of this Commission, and 
he served as such until November 5, 1965. Charles Bailey Newcomb 


served on many other committees and special committees of The 
Grand Lodge. 


During the illness of Grand Secretary John H. Anderson, P.G.M., 
in 1945 at the request of the Grand Master, Charles Bailey Newcomb 
supervised the affairs of the Grand Secretary’s Office, although hav- 
ing to commute between Wilmington and Raleigh for several months. 
On November 7, 1945 he was elected and installed as Grand Secre- 
tary and served as such until April 17, 1946. Upon the resignation of 
our late beloved Grand Secretary, Wilbur L. McIver, Most Worship- 
ful James Guy Johnston appointed Most Worshipful Charles Bailey 
Newcomb as Acting Grand Secretary on November 5, 1958 and he 
served as such until April 22, 1959. 


SCOTTISH RITE 


His membership in, and his work for the Ancient & Accepted 
Scottish Rite of Freemasonry was outstanding. He received the Four- 
teenth Degree on July 2, 1909 at the organization of Johnston Blakely 
Lodge of Perfection, and the Eighteenth Degree on January 18, 1912 
at the organization of Cape Fear Chapter of Rose Croix, at Wilming- 
ton, North Carolina, He received the Thirtieth Degree in Charlotte 
Council of Kadosh on November 13, 1912 and the Thirty-second Degree 
on November 13, 1912 in Carolina Consistory, at Charlotte, North 
Carolina. He demitted from the Council and Consistory at Charlotte 
and became a charter member of Liberty Council of Kadosh and Wil- 
mington Consistory in 1913. He was the last surviving charter mem- 
ber of the four Scottish Rite Bodies in Wilmington, North Carolina. 
He was appointed General Director of the Work and elected Secretary 
of the Wilmington Bodies in 1915 and served in those capacities un- 
til his death. He was elevated to the rank and decoration of a Knight 
Commander of the Court of Honour by the Supreme Council of the 
Southern Jurisdiction on October 20. 1915, and on October 19, 1923 he 
was crowned an Inspector General Honorary of the Thirty-third De- 
gree by that Council. The highest honor of that Council was conferred 
on him October 20, 1953 by his election to the “Grand Cross of 
Honour."

YORK RITE 


He was exalted in Concord Chapter No. 1, Royal Arch Masons on 
February 24, 1913 and served as High Priest of that Chapter in 1927- 
1928, and as Secretary in 1951, He was President of the Grand Con- 
vention, Order of the High Priests of the State of North Carolina in 
1937-38. 

He was greeted in Munson Council No. 4, Royal and Select Mas- 
ters on February 4, 1914 and served as Thrice Illustrious Master in 
1925-1927, and as Secretary in 1951. 


On March 3, 1920 he was Knighted in Plantagenet Commandery 
No. 1, Knights Templar and served as Eminent Commander in 1929- 
1930, and as Secretary in 1951. He was elected Grand Sword Bearer 
of the Grand Commandery of Knights Templar of North Carolina on 
May 14, 1931 and after progressing regularly through the line was 
elected Grand Commander on May 9, 1938 and served one term. In 
1964 he was presented the “Merit Award" by the said Grand Comman- 
dery. 

He was a member of St. John's of Patmos Conclave, Imperial, 
Ecclesiastical and Military Order of the Red Cross of Constantine. 


To the members of his family and his loved ones, we extend our 
deepest sympathy and this Grand Lodge weeps today along with other 
Masonic Bodies in the loss of an outstanding leader. Masonry has 
lost one of its most ardent friends in the passing of Charles Bailey 
Newcomb. He was a man and a Mason in the true sense of the word. 
His presence at our meetings and his counsel and leadership will be 
greatly missed. A tall and sturdy oak in the mighty forest has fallen, 
but his unselfish contribution of his life remains as an eternal monu- 
ment. 

We shall miss his cheery presence and his warm and encouraging 
friendship, but our hearts are filled with gratitude for the privilege 
of his presence with us for the time that we were permitted to enjoy 
his fellowship and share with him our labors in the realm of Free- 
masonry. 


NECROLOGY MEDITATION 

As we stand amidst the valley of the shadow of death, to com- 
memorate the records of our fallen brothers, the ageless teaching of 
our ancient prophet sounds in our ear: 

*Beeause man goeth to his long home, and the mourners go about 
the streets: or ever the silver cord is loosed, or the golden bowl be 
broken, or the pitcher be broken at the fountain, or the wheel broken 
at the cistern.

Now as in 
the hour when they laid off the raiment of mortality, our hearts yearn 
for them. Precious links binding heart to heart still are broken. Trans- 
figured by memory, our dear ones stand again before us in this sa- 
cred hour. We remember them with gratitude and name them with a 
benediction. We recall the brothers who but yesterday were part of 
this tiled body and shared in our common tasks. We pay our tribute 
of respect and affection to all those whose pure devotion has contrib- 
uted to the growth of our sacred institutions and to the well being 
of our fraternity. 


Yet in this sad experience wonderful truths are revealed to us, as 
an ancient chant rings in our ears.

He has shown his people the power of his works,

He sent redemption to his people; he has commanded his cove- 
nant forever.

We see unfolded the full scope of God’s creative plan; which con- 
sists of birth, life, death and immortality. Death is to immortality as 
birth is to life. It is only the entrance that God provides for living. 
Through death each man is transposed from a finite, worldly human 
into an infinite, immortal son of God. Death, therefore, should be seen 
as the kind messenger of God sent to transform us into the sons of 
God, Then we see the revelation of the greatest strength in the uni- 
verse,

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON APPEALS 
(Docket No. 84) 


The Committee on Appeals presented the following re- 
port, which was read, and upon motion, duly seconded, was 
adopted by sections and then adopted as a whole: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

The Committee on Appeals respectfully submits the following re- 
port: 

1. We have reviewed the record in all cases which have been com- 
pleted since the Annual Communication in 1965, and now pending 
before the Committee, wherein the accused has been expelled under 
the provisions of Regulation 99-22. We particularly directed our at- 
tention to the strict compliance with the Regulation, and in each of 
the following cases we recommend that the decision of the Judge Ad- 
vocate be affirmed by the Grand Lodge. 

208: In the matter of charges preferred 
against a Master Mason of Buffaloe Lodge No. 172, A. F. & A. M.

2. We have reviewed the record in all cases which have been com- 
pleted since the Annual Communication in 1965, and now pending 
before the Committee, in all of which the punishment imposed was 
expulsion, and in none of which the accused appealed from the de- 
cision of the Trial Commission. We directed our attention to the valid- 
ity of the appointment of Trial Commissioners, the service of notice 
upon the accused, the competency and weight of the evidence pre-

APPLICATIONS FOR RESTORATION

The applicant was dismembered 
July 30, 1960 (Trial Docket No. 161). A true copy of the application 
with statement of grounds upon which the applicant seeks restoration 
was served on Kedron Lodge No. 387, A. F. & A. M. in accordance 
with Chapter 109 of THE CODE of 1948 as amended, on September 
9, 1965, more than ninety (90) days before this Annual Communica- 
tion, Forty-eight (48) of the officers and members of said lodge have 
recommended strongly the approval of this application. After care- 
fully examining the record in this matter, and taking into considera- 
tion all factors involved, this Committee recommends that the Grand 
Lodge restore Joseph Lewis Benson to all the Rights and Privileges 
of a non-affiliated Mason. 


2, In the matter of the Application for Restoration of C. E. B. 
to Masonie Rights and Privileges. The application was filed with the 
Grand Secretary more than thirty (80) days before this Annual Com- 
munication. The applicant was dismembered December 15, 1959 
(Trial Docket No. 157). A true copy of the application with state- 
ment of grounds upon which the applicant seeks restoration was 
served upon Doric Lodge No. 568, A. F. & A. M., in accordance with 
Chapter 109 of THE CODE of 1948 as amended, on January 5, 1966, 
more than ninety (90) days before this Annual Communication. At a 
stated meeting of Doric Lodge No. 568, A. F. & A. M. held on Febru- 
ary 11, 1966, the lodge voted to oppose said application, and have done 
so. This Committee is of the opinion that the seriousness of the 
charges for which the applicant was dismembered were such, partic- 
ularly in view of the attitude of the lodge of which he was a member, 
that he is not entitled to restoration at this time. For this reason this 
Committee recommends that the Grand Lodge deny such Application 
for Restoration. 


3. In the matter of the Application of Thomas C. Stewart to Ma- 
sonic Rights and Privileges. The application was filed with the Grand 
Secretary more than thirty (30) days before this Annual Communi- 
cation. This applicant was dismembered on May 1, 1954 (Trial Dock- 
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et No. 80). A true copy of the application with statement of grounds 
upon which he seeks restoration was served on Neil S. Stewart Lodge 
No. 556, A. F. & A. M. in accordance with Chapter 109 of THE CODE 
of 1948 as amended more than ninety (90) days before this Annual 
Communication. Said lodge at a stated communication held February 
14, 1966, took action favoring restoration and so recommends. After 
carefully examining the record in this matter, this Committee recom- 
mends that the Grand Lodge restore Thomas C. Stewart to all the 
Rights and Privileges of a non-affiliated Mason. 

4. In the matter of the Application for Restoration of Ralph 
Thurman Adkins. The application was filed with the Grand Secre- 
tary more than thirty (30) days before this Annual Communication. 
The applicant was dismembered August 17, 1962 (Trial Docket No. 
191). A true copy of the application with statement of grounds upon 
which the applicant seeks restoration was served on Excelsior Lodge 
No. 261, A. F. & A. M. in accordance with Chapter 109 of THE 
CODE of 1948 as amended, on January 8, 1966, more than ninety 
(90) days before this Annual Communication. His restoration is 
recommended by some of the best Masons in Charlotte and by those 
who know the situation of the charges against him and the trial. He 
is now living in another state and is doing well, and working for the 
same company he was working for when dismembered. After care- 
fully examining the record in this matter, and taking into consid- 
eration all factors involved, this Committee recommends that the 
Grand Lodge restore Ralph Thuiman Adkins to all the Rights and 
Privileges of an unaffiliated Mason. 


5. In the matter of the Application of George Mitchell Parks to 
Masonie Rights and Privileges. The application was filed with the 
Grand Secretary more than thirty (30) days before this Annual Com- 
munication. This applicant was dismembered on March 25, 1957 
(Trial Docket No. 110). A true copy of the application was served 
on Fort Bragg Lodge No. 667, A. F. & A. M. as required by our law. 
A number of recommendations for his restoration have come in from 
Masons in Hinesville, Georgia, where he now resides. The applicant 
shows himself to be sincerely repentant, and has made a good name 
for himself where he resides. After carefully examining the record in 
this matter, this Committee recommends that the Grand Lodge re- 
store George Mitchell Parks to all the Rights and Privileges of a non- 
affiliated Mason.

DISPENSATIONS 


We approve the action of the Grand Master in approving the dis- 
pensations as reported by him under this title. We recommend that 
the Grand Lodge approve each of them as reported by him. 


ONE STORY LODGE BUILDINGS 


We recommend that the Grand Lodge approve the action of the 
Grand Master as reported by him under this title. 


OFFICIAL OPINIONS 


The Grand Master reported six Official Opinions in his address 
under this title. We recommend that the Grand Lodge approve each 
of them as reported by him. 


EDICT 


We recommend that the edict issued by the Grand Master con- 
tained in his report be approved. 


ARREST AND RESTORATION OF CHARTER OF 
FAIRMONT LODGE NO. 528, A.F. & A.M. 


We have carefully reviewed the report of Grand Master Hennis, 
including the orders issued in connection thereof, as to the arrest and 
subsequent restoration of the charter of Fairmont Lodge No. 528. The 
Chairman of this Committee was kept advised all along of the actions 
of the Grand Master as to this matter. Each and every act of the 
Grand Master was in full compliance with the provisions of THE 
CODE and the laws of this Grand Lodge. 


This situation required forthright and decisive action in arrest- 
ing the charter, and an understanding heart in restoring the same, 
and the Grand Master is to be commended for the proper and just 
handling of this delicate situation. 


This Committee recommends that the Grand Lodge approve the 
acts of the Grand Master in arresting the charter, and in restoring 
the same. 


This Committee would like to urge upon lodges that they do noth- 
ing about acquiring land, constructing lodge halls or temples, and 
financing same, without adverting to that portion of THE CODE 
having to do with the Lodge Service Commission, and then consulting 
with the Chairman of the Lodge Service Commission. 


ORDER 
The Grand Master reported that he issued an order to Neil S. 
Stewart Lodge No. 556, Erwin, North Carolina, in regard to solici- 
ting funds from the subordinate lodges. We recommend that the Grand 
Lodge approve this order. 
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CODE 
This Committee recommends approval of the amendment to THE 
CODE at Regulation 54-01(1).

ADDRESS OF M.’.W.’.BROTHER THOMAS W. DODGE, 
GRAND MASTER OF MASONS IN 
THE DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA 


The Grand Master recognized M.'.W.'.Brother Thomas 
W. Dodge, Grand Master of Masons in District of Columbia, 
who responded with a brief address in behalf of the out-of- 
state distinguished guests: 


Most Worshipful Grand Master Hennis, Right Worshipful Deputy 
Grand Master Koonce, Right Worshipful and Worshipful Grand 
Lodge Officers, Most Worshipful Past Grand Masters, Distinguished 
Guests and Brethren of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


I am basically one who is rather brief and taciturn and not given 
to talkativeness or loquaciousness in spite of Judge Bundy and Ed 
Burrier’s comments to the contrary. In fact I am mindful of the most 
taciturn President we ever had, Cal Coolidge. The story is told in his 
famous biography, “The Puritans from Babylon,” that he attended 
Church one Sunday in Washington. ‘His wife remained at the White 
House, and upon his return she asked him what the Minister had to 
say. He prepared for dinner and half way through the dinner he said 
he preached on sin, to which she replied, “Well, what did he have to 
say about it,” and after he finished his dessert he said, he was against 
it. 

Now Judge Bundy has endeavored to force myself into a long 
winded oratorical contest with Ed Burrier and brethren, I concede 
defeat without any reservations. You know I must admit, however, 
that I feel somewhat “under the gun.”

His 
service to this great State of North Carolina has endeared him, I 
know, to all his Masters and to the Brethren of this State. I know that 
in spite of the fact that today or tomorrow another outstanding 
Mason will be installed as Grand Master, Most Worshipful Brother 
Hennis will continue to dedicate himself to the services of the Craft. I 
know there are many who have taken much time, thought and prepara- 
tion to make our stay here a pleasant one. I know the ladies, could 
they be here, would express to Sis Hennis their kind appreciation for 
her efforts in making their stay a pleasant one but I would like to 
single out Tom Hill, who was Chairman of the Ladies Committee, for 
the service which he has rendered. I want to say again in closing what 
a distinct joy it has been for your honored guests to participate with 
you on the occasion of your Grand Lodge Communication and we hope 
for your Grand Lodge and for all of the Brethren of North Carolina 
continued success and prosperity for the years ahead.

(Docket No. 36) 
The following report of the Board of Custodians was 
read by W.'.Louis W. Shrier, P.M., P.D.D.G.M., and the fol- 
lowing was duly adopted:

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Board held five meetings since the last annual communica- 
tion of the Grand Lodge; June 12, September 11, 1965 and January 8, 
March 12 and April 17, 1966. 
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FIRST MEETING 


1. On June 12, 1965, the Board met in the Grand Lodge Office 
Building, 2921 Glenwood Avenue, Raleigh, N. C. M.'.W.'.Sam A. Hen- 
nis, Jr., Grand Master, Chairman ex-officio, presided. (All members 
were present. Visitors present: M.'.W.'. G. Dudley Humphrey, P.G.M., 
C.L. and W.'.Louis W. Shrier, P.M., P.D.D.G.M. 

2. The Secretary announced W.'.J. Earl Watson, P. M., C. L. (No. 
691), Mt. Airy, North Carolina and W.'.W. Herman Hardee, P.M., 
C.L. (No. 284), Greenville, North Carolina, were appointed members 
of the Board for three years, expiring in 1968, by the Grand Master. 

3. The Board organized as required under Regulation 35-02, and 
W.'.William H. Hardy, P.M., C.L. was elected Chairman, and M.'.W.'. 
Chas. B. Newcomb, P.G.M., P.G.S., was re-elected Secretary. 


FEES FOR LECTURE SERVICE 


*4. No change was made in the present allowance for fees for the 
Lecture Service to Lodges. We recommend that no change be made 
at this time in the allowance for fees for this service. 


*This recommendation was adopted by the Grand Lodge. 


RULES GOVERNING THE LECTURE SERVICE 


5. The Rules Governing the Lecture Service may be found in the 
Appendix of THE CODE, at Page A-54. The last issue of the rules 
is dated June 14, 1957. 


MINIMUM REQUIREMENTS FOR 
A SCHOOL OF INSTRUCTION 


6. The schedule of minimum requirements for an Área or a Dis- 
trict School of Instruction previously adopted June 8, 1956, and revised 
June 10, 1961, was reconsidered and further revised on September 9, 
1961, to specifically provide for holding these schools on a one-day 
or on a two-day schedule within fourteen consecutive days. This revis- 
ion of September 9, 1961, repeals all schedules heretofore promulgated 
and they may be found in the Lecture Service Book issued by the 
Board of Custodians and dated November 1, 1965. 


DUTIES OF A DISTRICT DEPUTY GRAND LECTURER 


7. The duties prescribed for a District Deputy Grand Lecturer 
will be found in Regulation 35-08 (2B) of THE CODE, as amended 
at Regulation 35-08 (2B.4), docket No. 57, 1964 proceedings of April 
22, 1964. 


THE RULES GOVERNING THE OFFICIAL STANDAHD OF 
THE WORK AND THE VOCABULARY 

8. On June 8, 1962, this Board adopted and promulgated certain 
amendments to the Rules Governing the Official Standard of the 
Work and the Vocabulary which Rules were originally adopted in 
April, 1948. These amendments became effective on June 8, 1962, and 
will be found in The Code on Pages A-52a—A-52c, These amendments 
provide for a wider distribution of the Official Standard of the Work 
by permitting a lodge to have the use of not more than five copies in 
addition to the seven copies it may now have. 
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9. The Grand Master reported the cost of printing the roster of 
Certified Lecturers and Certified Instructors in the Proceedings of the 
Grand Lodge. After discussion, it was unanimously adopted that this 
roster be printed every five years. The roster of Laudamus; however, 
is to be printed in the Proceedings each year. 

10. The Grand Lecturer reported that 99 lodges would need Lec- 
ture Service as of June 12, 1965. 

11. The Grand Lecturer reported that the programs for Schools 
of Instruction, Lecture Service and for the Lodge System of Masonic 
Education were being urged as vigorously as possible to get the desired 
results. 


SECOND MEETING 


1. On September 11, 1965, the Board met in the Grand Lodge Of- 
fice Building, 2921 Glenwood Avenue, Raleigh, N. C. M.'.W.'.Sam A. 
Hennis, Jr., Grand Master, Chairman ex-officio presided. All members 
were present, Visitor M.'.W.'.G. Dudley Humphrey, P.G.M., C.L. 

2. On June 29, 1965 Brother Henry W. Crisp, C.L. resigned as 
District Deputy Grand Lecturer of the Worty-first Masonic District, 
and Brother Raymond C. Rhyne, C.L. was appointed to fill this va- 
cancy. 

3. Request of Wiliam G. Hill Lodge No. 218, A.F. & A.M. at Ra- 
leigh, N. C. for permission to use robes in the Degree Work was ap- 
proved. 

4, The Secretary reported that plans are being made for examina- 
tions for proficiency during September, 1965, and there are 119 Class 
“A” and 4 Class “B” due for reexamination. The Board authorized the 
application of Regulation 35-07(4) to those cases coming under its 
provisions, for failure to appear when called for reexamination. 

9. The Board decided to continue the Area Plan for Proficiency 
Examinations for 1965. 

6. The Board decided to exemplify the Three Degrees at the 
annual communication of the Grand Lodge in 1966, at Winston-Salem, 
and the Grand Lecturer was authorized to make all necessary arrange- 
ments for the work. 


CERTIFICATES EXPIRED 
7. The Board adopted the following resolution: 


"BE IT RESOLVED, That the Certified Members who have 
failed to present themselves for reexamination on or before September 
24, 1965, and have been notified twice to appear, be dropped from their 
respective roster of Certified Members as of September 24, 1965. 


THIRD MEETING 

1. On January 8, 1966, the Board met in the Grand Lodge Office 
Building, 2921 Glenwood Avenue, Raleigh, N. C. M.'.W:Sam A. Hen- 
nis, Jr., Grand Master, Chairman ex-officio presided. All members 
were present. Visitor W.'.Nathaniel C. Dean, P.M., C.L., Grand Stew- 
ard. | 

2. The Grand Master appointed W.'.Louis W. Shrier, P.M., P.D.D. 
D.G.M. a member of this Board for the unexpired term of M.'.W.'. 
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Chas. B. Newcomb, P.G.M., P.G.S. who died on December 20, 1965, 
and Brother Shrier was elected Secretary of this Board. 

3. The Board recommends that Regulation 35-09 of THE CODE 
be amended by striking out the words “from the date of its applica- 
ion” and substituting “from the date of its expiration.”

L., member of Roman Eagle Lodge No. 550, Aberdeen, North Carolina, 
as Grand Lecturer to succeed himself, and this nomination has been 
laid before the incoming Grand Master for his consideration.

LODGES LECTURED IN 1965 


8. The record, January 1, 1965 through December 31, 1965, fur- 
nished by the office of our Grand Secretary indicates that 162 lodges 
were lectured for which the Grand Lodge allowed compensation. Four- 
teen lodges were excused during 1965, making total of 176 cleared dur- 
ing 1965 as having complied with Regulation 35-09.

REPORT OF THE 
SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON PROPOSED CHANGES IN THE 
OFFICIAL STANDARD OF THE WORK 


10. At the annual communication of the Grand Lodge in April 
1965, the recommendations for changes in the Official Standard of the 
Work submitted by the Board of Custodians were approved. After 
careful study, it was deemed advisable to make several additional 
changes; therefore, a Special Committee consisting of W.'.Nathaniel 
C. Dean, P. M., C.L., W.'.Thomas G. Slate, P.M., C.L., W.*".Howard 
Hardy, P.M., C.L., W.’.Herman Hardee, P.M., C.L., W.'.Marion T. 
Ross, P.M., C.L. and W.'.E. Floyd Dunn, P.M., C.L., Grand Lecturer, 
was appointed by the Board of Custodians to study the Official Stand- 
ard of the Work, to receive suggestions from the brethren through- 
out the state and to determine further revisions necessary for uniform- 
ity of the Work. 


This Committee met on several occasions throughout the year, 
and after diligent and careful study submitted detailed explanations of 
the floor work and correction of errors to the Board of Custodians. 
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The Board of Custodians, at their meeting on April 17, 1966, at 
Winston-Salem North Carolina again thoroughly reviewed the report 
and gave final and unanimous approval to the recommendations, and 
submitted the following resolution: 


*BE IT RESOLVED, That the Grand Lodge approve the recom- 
mended explanation of the floor work and correction of errors in the 
Official Standard of the Work, as approved by the Board of Custodi- 
ans, to be effective November 1, 1966. 


(These changes were explained orally by E. Floyd Dunn, G. L.). 
“This resolution was adopted by the Grand Lodge. 


RESOLUTION 
11. The Board of Custodians presented the following resolution, 
which was read, and upon motion, duly seconded, was unanimously 
adopted and referred to the Committee on Finance. 


WHEREAS, it has become necessary to revise and reprint the 
present Official Standard of the Work, 


*BE IT RESOLVED: 

1. That all copies now outstanding shall be returned to the Grand 
Secretary and, together with those copies now on hand in the office 
of the Grand Secretary, be destroyed by him. Twenty-five copies 
should be retained by the Grand Secretary for the Archives of the 
Grand Lodge. 


2. That approximately 8,000 copies of the revised edition be printed 
and the revised edition be issued to those who are entitled to a copy 
of the Official Standard of the Work as prescribed in the Rules 
Governing the same and in THE CODE. 


3. That the new issue of the Official Standard of the Work, when 
printed, shall be subject to all existing laws, rules and regulations 
as to the control and distribution under the direction of the Grand 
Secretary. 


4. That sufficient funds be made available to carry out this resolution. 
“This resolution was adopted by the Grand Lodge. 


GRAND LODGE RITUAL 


12. The Board of Custodians considered the recommendations of 
the Special Committee for the ceremonies of opening and closing the 
Grand Lodge meetings; calling from Labor to Refreshment; calling

Districts Nine and Thirty failed 
to report. Forty-seven Districts report that two or more Schools of In- 
struction were held. Seven had only one school. Districts Nine, Thirty, 
' and Forty-eight had no schools. 


MASONIC EDUCATION 


The Lodge System of Masonic Education, which has been stressed 
and promoted by the Board of Custodians, is being used extensively 
throughout the jurisdiction. The reports indicate 343 lodges are now 
using this system, Six lodges state that it is not being used and no in- 
formation on this subject is available from the 12 lodges in Districts 
Nine and Thirty. 


It is hoped that during the coming year that every lodge in the 
state will use this important tool and make 1966 the first year we 
have 100% coverage

This scene is reproduced a thousand times as we see the great host of 
North Carolina Masons and Eastern Stars who are constantly be- 
friending our aging Brothers and Sisters here at the Masonic and 
Eastern Star Home. 


At this writing, March 10, 1966, we have 111 Guests at the Home 
though at the moment one of these is a patient at the Moses Cone 
Memorial Hospital and another suffered a heart seizure two days ago 
and is receiving oxygen in our Infirmary. For the year we had an 
average daily enrollment of 111 at a per capita cost of $1742.87. We 
only had 6 vacancies for the entire year. At this time, we have 43 
approved applicants on our waiting list. 

Two separate building projects are under way at the Home. The 
first consisting of a new kitchen, dining room and laundry facility 
was started in May, 1965 and as of December 31st was nearing com- 
pletion. The total contract price of this new addition including equip- 
ment is approximately $350,000.00, and as of December 31st about 
$110,000.00 is yet to be paid. 

A new residence hall consisting of thirty rooms has been started 
which will cost $328,753.95 exclusive of equipment. This building is 
expected to be ready for occupancy in the latter part of 1966. 

During the year a new boiler plant was constructed at a cost of 
$46,010.48. This plant with the two phases of our 10-year expansive 
program listed above will entail a capital outlay of approximately 
2750,000.00. 
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Because of the continued support from York Rite Masons we were 
able to add at least one dozen additional publications to the regular 
reading provided through the Carson York Rite Library Memorial 
Fund. These newspapers, magaines, etc., come daily, weekly and 
monthly to our Home and help each one to retain contact with the 
folks back home. Last year, $805.00 was received from the Grand 
York Rite Bodies of which amount $775.60 was disbursed for reading 
room subscriptions. 

Scottish Rite Consistories are standing with us in this objective 
of caring for the aging. Indeed, we are grateful for love offerings 
contributed on our behalf by the members of the various classes at the 
Spring and Fall reunions. 

From our Sunshine Fund we continue to provide those extra rays 
of sunshine for our Guests; such as, special parties, bus fare, garden 
tours and sightseeing. 

On behalf of each member of your Board of Directors I want to 
express our appreciation for the opportunity of serving the Masons 
and Eastern Stars of North Carolina in this capacity. Truly it is a 
privilege with great responsibilities but the rewards are most gratify- 
ing.

OF THE MASONIC & EASTERN STAR HOME

Brother Troy G. Robbins, Superintendent of the Masonic 
and Eastern Star Home of North Carolina, Inc., presented 
the following report which was received and entered on the 
record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

Six hundred and five names are registered as Guests on the per- 
manent record book of your Home covering the past fifty-two years. 
As of today, March 1, 1966, we have one hundred and eleven guests 
and for last year our average daily enrollment was one hundred eleven. 
Thirty years ago, excepting a few months, we admitted Mrs. Sarah M. 
Morgan from Raleigh and today she is still with us. Even though she 
has been a Guest longer than any other she is not our oldest Guest 
since that distinction belongs to Mrs. Mary Straughn who will be one 
hundred years old on January 10, 1967. 


As to our Infirmary, note the following:

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Our 1965 per capita cost was $1,742.87. The fact that this cost was 
$12.00 less than that of previous year is due to our having more 
Guests in the Home. Our total Budget for the year was $243,525.75. 
There are 43 approved applicants on our waiting list. 


It is of interest to all North Carolina Masons to learn that from 
the Blue Lodges we received $110,916.16 as compared with $54,765.00 
just five years ago. The appropriation of $21,500.00 from the Grand 
Lodge of North Carolina made our receipts from all Masonic sources 
total $132,416.15. $46,318.30 was received from the Guests in the Home 
through the division of their monthly retirement income. $79,194.86 
was received from the Grand Chapter, O.E.S. and credited to opera- 
ting income. The total income from all other sources amounted to 
$73.37. Our total 1965 operating income from all sources amounted 
to $257,997.68, which is reflected in the report of the Board of Direc- 
tors of the Home. 


Our current budget for the year is $284,246.85. After we deduct 
the total receipts from the Guests in the Home we look to the Masons 
for 60% of the remainder which would be approximately $143,000.00 
from the Masons. 


The new kitchen and dining facility now in use, is one of the fin- 
est and surely will make for more efficient feeding of Guests in the 
main building and in the Infirmary. We are now using portable hot 
carts for infirmed Guests and have closed the small diet kitchen in 
the Latham Building. Our relocated laundry began operating in 
November and our contractor hopes to give us the lounge and two cor- 
ridors leading to the dining room before the end of summer. The new 
thirty-bed residence wing will not be completed until late Fall. 

It is of great concern to me that we do not have sufficient funds 
to pay the Masonic share of the cost of our new residence wing. Every 
Lodge in this Grand Jurisdiction must be apprised of the urgent fi- 
nancial need to meet construction costs. 

During 1965 it was necessary to use all Capital Improvements 
Funds for the purchase of new equipment for the new kitchen and 
dining room. This fund is built up by the division of cash assets of 
new Guests upon admission. Since only six Guests were admitted dur- 
ing the year we could add but little thereto. 

Our Masonic Reserve Fund was depleted in that it was from this 
fund that we drew money to pay the builders for the Masonic share 
of the construction cost of the kitchen and dining facility. The only 
means of having a Masonic Reserve Fund is to receive more money 
from the Blue Lodges than it takes to pay the 60% share of the annual 
operating expense. This means that only $14,132.70 of the total Ma- 
sonic rceipts could be credited to the Masonic Reserve Fund or applied 
on construction from all North Carolina Masons. 

As to the optional feature of the new Medicare Program, any 
Guest may participate therein, assuming all the $3.00 monthly cost. 
The Board of Directors of your Home took the position that the doc- 
tors’ fees in excess of the first $50.00 for each patient would be consid- 
erably less than the $4,000.00 annual cost of participation for all of 
our one hundred eleven Guests. The salary of our staff physician is 
paid from our budgeted operating income. 
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On behalf of all the Guests and every member of our competent 
and dedicated staff, I humbly say, “It is a privilege to live and work 
here at this wonderful Masonic and Eastern Star Home.”

Your committee on the Masonic and Eastern Star Home, Inc., met 
on July 24, 1965 and March 13, 1966, to examine the records of this 
fine institution, and to observe the progress of its expansion program. 

We wish to compliment Brother Troy G. Robbins, Superintend- 
ent, Brother William K. Price, Sr., Business Manager, and the Board 
of Directors, for the very efficient operation of the Home during the 
past year, the per diem cost per guest being only $4.7750. We also wish 
to congratulate these dedicated Masons on the fine progress of the 
expansion program. 

We propose the following recommendations for consideration of 
this Grand Lodge. 

(1) Widening the main drive from Oakland Avenue to the traffic 
circle to accommodate 2-way traffic, with a walkway and 
handrail on the north side, for the convenience of our guests.

(3) Increase the annual Grand Lodge contribution to $50,000.00, 
due to rising costs of operation, which have increased from 
$107,000.00 to $191,000.00 in the period 1958 to 1965, plus the 
fact that the Home will have more guests once the new resi- 
dence hall is completed. 


In closing, we earnestly and sincerely urge each and every Mas- 
ter Mason in our Grand Jurisdiction to visit our Home and see for 
yourselves this wonderful institution this year.

Your Committee underestimated our income by $7,166.16, by rea- 
son of increased income from the North Carolina Masone Foundation 
and other miscellaneous items, We underspent our budget of expense 
by $6,821.64. 
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We have checked the audit of the North Carolina Masonic Foun- 
dation and find that the Foundation had an income of $60,946.71, the 
income for the last six months being received after the first of the 
year, and an expense of only $2,059.12, leaving a net income for 1965 
of $58,887.59. We wish to congratulate the Directors of the Founda- 
tion for the splendid job they have done, and we recommend that the 
income from the Foundation be contributed to the Oxford Orphanage, 
the Masonic and Eastern Star Home, and to charity.

sonry, but far above and beyond all of these indefatigable efforts that 
have been extended lies that dominating motivation which carried him 
on, This motivation was based in a deep, a sincere, and an abiding love 
for the Craft. It was based upon his determination to prove faithful 
to the obligation he assumed when the mantle of his authority as 
Grand Master was placed upon him. It was also based upon an in- 
spiration which he possessed in abundance, an inspiration which came 
ell through a Masonic heritage in which he was most fortunate 
indeed. 

During his momentous year, he was privileged to witness the 
membership in North Carolina exceed 65,000. His ability as a leader 
in Masonry throughout the nation was recognized when those who have 
been occupying leading positions in the various organizations who hold 
their sessions in Washington during the week of the Grand Masters’ 
Conference elected him to serve as Chairman of the Grand Masters’ 
Conference Committee, charged with the preparation of the program 
for that important conference and in which Grand Masters from all 
over the world would participate. Furthermore, he was also appointed 
to a six-year membership on the Committee on Information for Rec- 
ognition. These are distinctions and recognition of proven ability 
which have earned for him the abiding respect and love of countless 
thousands of Masons, both at home and abroad. Another outstanding 
achievement lay in his having brought to a successful conclusion the 
campaign which had been initiated in 1961 for North Carolina’s par- 
ticipation in “The Pennsylvania Plan” for funding the George Wash- 
ington Masonic National Memorial. Four Grand Masters preceding 
our illustrious retiring Grand Master had worked diligently on this 
campaign and each had contributed proportionately of his time and 
energy. This campaign was completed during the year now ending, 
and our Grand Master was privileged to present to the President of 
the George Washington Masonic National Memorial Association, in 
company with three of the preceding Grand Masters who had labored 
so faithfully for this cause, a check in the amount of $67,200, repre- 
senting North Carolina’s confidence in the Memorial and its perpet- 
uation. Thus, North Carolina continued its position of leadership in 
Masonry in the United States. Freemasonry in North Carolina is 
stronger, the degree of Masonic fellowship is greater, and confidence 
and faith in the cause that we represent is more deeply and firmly 
cemented, and the pathway of succeeding Grand Masters will be a 
much easier one to travel because of the faithful, the untiring efforts 
of this beloved Grand Master now ending his year as our leader. 


Reference has been made to the Masonic heritage enjoyed by our 
Grand Master. Certainly it would be appropriate to conclude this trib- 
ute with the thought that most assuredly our late and dearly beloved 
Past Grand Master, Most Worshipful Brother Herbert Miles Foy, 
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father-in-law of our retiring Grand Master and one of the finest 
Masonic personalities the Grand Lodge of North Carolina has ever 
known, looking down from his celestial home above upon the activities 
and Masonic record of his talented and devoted son-in-law, must 
possess the glad conciousness that the mantle which he himself had 
worn with such universal approbation, descended most appropriately 
upon the shoulders of a dedicated and consecrated member of his 
family who wore it in such a manner as to deserve most richly the 
approval, the approbation, and the praise of Freemasons throughout 
this great land of ours. And, reflecting upon this year of tremendous 
Masonic activity, our late and lamented Past Grand Master could lift 
his approving hand and with a smile of affectionate and approving 
benediction could say, “Well done."

Grand Master of Masons in North Carolina 


It is with a feeling of humility that I accept the high office to 
which I have been elected. I extend my sincere appreciation to each 
Master Mason in this Grand Jurisdiction for having elected me as 
their leader for the coming Masonic year. As your Grand Master and 
speaking for the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina, 
we are your servants and we are here to serve this Grand Jurisdiction 
with friendship and brotherly love. I also wish to extend to our Most 
Worshipful Brother Harvey W. Smith, Past Grand Master, who ap- 
pointed me in the Grand Lodge Line, my gratitude for his confidence 
in my ability and then to our Most Worshipful Brother Edwin T. 
Howard, Past Grand Master, my sincere thanks for being my recom- 
mender. I also wish to thank our Most Worshipful Brother Howard 
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and our Most Worshipful Brother Bundy and my son and brother 
Arnold J. Koonce, Jr., and all others who have had a part in this cere- 
mony of installation. To each of these distinguished brethren, I shall 
ever be indebted. 


To the other brethren in the Grand Lodge Line, I am deeply in- 
debted for their courtesy and friendship. Also, I wish to express my 
gratitude to our many friends from High Point who have made the 
effort to be present here this evening. To the members of High Point 
Chapter No. 106, O.E.S.; to my Masonic brethren from the four lodges 
in High Point; to the lodges from the 36th Masonic District and espe- 
cially to the members of my own lodge, Hiram No. 716; for the pres- 
ence of my family and their cooperation and understanding in the 
many years I have worked in Masonry, I am most grateful. The 
presence of all Masons and non-Masons has made this occasion such 
a pleasant one and one that I shall long remember. 

This is a high moment in my life. There have been many high 
moments in this Grand Lodge. Some of you were privileged to hear 
last evening, Dr. Winters, who brought such a marvelous address and 
whose remarks and address were directed toward the Holy Book. I 
wish you could have been present for the Memorial Service this morn- 
ing to listen to that beautiful service as it was conducted in this lodge 
room. And then the music for the occasion has been something that 
all of us will remember with pleasure. I think the song that has been 
sung the most and the one that has been requested the most, is my 
favorite hymn, “How Great Thou Art.” I wish to say that I don’t 
want anyone to leave this Grand Lodge Building or this Grand Lodge 
with any idea that Masonry is anything else than a search for truth. 
All of our teachings are based on the Holy Bible and if I were going 
to challenge myself and you for the coming year, this would be the 
scripture I would leave with you: “He that would be greatest among 
you, let him become the servant of all." I can see that some of us are 
saying to ourselves now, but who wants to be a servant. Not many of 
us do. Well, I think the difference is, in whom do we serve. I am sure 
you would not want to be my servant but I did not write these words. 
They are from out of the Holy Book that lies upon the Holy Altar 
before which I just kneeled and upon which my hands were placed. He 
that would be greatest among you, those of you who would be great, 
look no further, look within yourselves and within the pages of the 
Holy Book. And let there be no disharmony and disunity among us, let 
us become servants if we want to be great. This is a chaotic world in 
which we live. Some are saying in their ignorance that God is dead. 
Some are substituting science as the way of life. The exploration of 
space challenges the imagination of man. As great as science and 
knowledge might be, a man imagines a vain thing. Science cannot be- 
stow eternal life. Science will not give us spirituality. In our dilemma, 
what shall we do? Well, let me again point you to the Book of Books. 
It is many books, my friend. Yet, we refer to it as a Book, but it is 
many books bound together and they have come down to us through 
the ages. The Theologians tell us that it is as much a part of the cre- 
ation of God as the Universe in which we live. Here are some of the 
things that come to my mind. Love God and keep His Commandments, 
for this is the whole duty of man. In all of our confusion, in all our 
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frustration, we are continually asking ourselves, “What must I do?" 
Love God and keep His Commandments, for this is the whole duty of 
man and don't let anyone go away from here and say I said that. I did 
not say it. I am only repeating what is written in the Holy Book. 


Sometimes the pressure gets too great, then we have to look some- 
where for strength. How do you like these words? “The Lord is the 
strength of my life." You can almost hear the writer saying, "The 
Lord is the strength of my life.” Who is the strength of your life? 
“The Lord is the strength of my life, of whom shall I be afraid." We 
need not be afraid of the dark. We need not be afraid of the future, 
if the Lord is the strength of our life. Men are saying, as I mentioned 
a moment ago, that God is dead. Well, it has been said before. The 
Book says that the ungodly are not so. Well, whoever circulates an 
untruth would automatically be the ungodly, wouldn't he? So in our 
confusion we could not go to the Book for answers. The ungodly are 
not so and then this story comes to my mind. If you will read the Book 
of Job, you will find that Job is arguing with his Creator. Job was a 
little bit confused, a little bit mixed up. We find Job saying to the 
Creator, “It is impossible for a man to serve you. You are too high, 
you are too mighty." *It can't be done," he said, I have heard about 
you all my life but it is impossible to know you." And the Almighty 
said to him, *Where were you when I laid the foundation of the earth 
and where were you when I made the morning and the evening stars 
sing together? Answer me if you know." Later on in the Book, we 
find Job beginning to search a little harder and we find him saying, 
*Oh, if I could know you for myself and not another." And finally, he 
continued to search and we hear Him saying these words: “Acquaint 
now thyself with Him. Learn to known Him, not as a stranger, not by 
hearsay but get acquainted with Him yourself, have a personal expe- 
rience that will continue the rest of your life. Acquaint now thyself 
with Him and be at peace.” Yet, this is what he wants for himself and 
this is what he wants for all generations. These are His words. 


You say, but there is no peace. Well, there isn’t so far as this 
world in which you and I live, but there is a spiritual peace which 
Job, I think, was talking about, and this is the peace that you and I 
are promised in these words: “He that would be greatest among you, 
shall be your servant.” “Acquaint now thyself with him and be at 
peace.” 

I want a good ye»» for this Grand Lodge. I don’t care much about 
Arnold Koonce. I just want the Grand Lodge of North Carolina to 
have a good year. I want you to enjoy Masonry. 1 want to enjoy it 
with you. If you will become great, become the servant of all and 
acquaint now thyself with him, and be at peace. I said, I wanted some- 
thing good for you and for this Grand Lodge. Here is the rest of the 
Scripture and then I am through. “Acquaint now thyself with him and 
be at peace; thereby good shall come unto you." That's my hope for 
this Grand Lodge. I take my stand upon those principles. I assume the 
obligations of this high office, pledging and re-dedicating myself in 
the presence of these witnesses, upon these principles. 

Thank you for being so patient. I would like the privilege of 
greeting each of you in the lobby after this service is completed. This 
does conclude the ceremonies for the evening.

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FOREWORD 


To The Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


We submit our fifth report as Foreign Correspondent and Grand 
Reviewer of the Grand Lodge of Ancient, Free and Accepted Masons 
of North Carolina. 


We deeply appreciate the appointment of Grand Master Hennis 
which gave us the opportunity and privilege, as well as the duty and 
resonsibility of representing our Grand Lodge in those Grand Juris- 
dictions with whom we are in Fraternal Relations. 


In scanning through the various proceedings, there are several 
subjects which are mentioned in practically all Jurisdictions. Loss of 
membership, loss of interest, poor attendance, poor Ritualism, and sev- 
eral others which are frequent subjects for discussions. In some in- 
stances there is notable emphasis on the lack of attendance at the 
business meetings especially. However, there are also some bright 
spots. This is usually true of those ledges who have efficient leader- 
ship. This also applies to those lodges that show a net gain in mem- 
bership. 


In studying the proceedings of the several Grand Jurisdictions, 
there is a bright spot showing in several places. Various comments 
were made indicating the larger rise in membership during World 
War II, and for a period thereafter, followed by a decline, may not 
be abnormal. Studies of membership show the same was the case after 
World War I. There is also a cyclic tendency to lose proportionately 
more members during periods of depression and have larger gains 
during periods of prosperity. 

However, it is not the same proportion this time. We are enjoying 
an era of unusual prosperity and yet, in some jurisdictions the losses 
are greater than they have been in a long time. Neither is the pro- 
portion of younger men knocking at the doors of Masonry. 


The general opinion however, is that Masonry has survived many 
years of adversity and has done so by standing firm on its time 
honored rules, regulations, and principles. 


It may be that where we have been remiss is in our own failure 
to promulgate these principles vigorously. 


“Two centuries ago Freemasonry was an organization of leaders. 
These men were Masons of high morals, of character, and influence 
and they attracted men of similar stature into the fraternity. They 
demonstrated their belief in Masonry before the world in their daily 
lives, morally, socially and politically. They directed the thinking of 
their time because they were not afraid to commit themselves to that 
which is right.” 

This was a paragraph from the oration of R.'.W.'.Brother Nolen 
of the Grand Lodge of Arkansas. He continued: 

“I hasten to assure you that my words are intended to suggest 
vigilance in the future, without the slightest implication or insinu- 
ation that our present Grand Lodge Officers are anything less than 
good.” 

There are a large number of Grand Jurisdictions who are con- 
stantly showing a net loss in membership. Various reasons are being 
advanced as the cause of these losses. 
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Our first President, George Washington, in 1792 reminded his 
brethren that the great challenge *o Masonry at that time was the 
service it could render to all mankind. Another Eminent Brother 
stressed the fact that one of the greatest challenges to Masonry in 
his time was to see to it that proper educational facilities, and means 
were provided for the use of this country. Quote: 


“Masonry’s challenge today is no less than it was at that time and 
if it survives and grows, it will be because its leaders and members 
are conscious of their great trust and duty, and make Masonry felt 
in a practical and effective way through the sponsorship of youth and 
the solution of its problems through a practical expression of charity 
and brotherly love. In the form of relief, our blood bank, Masonic Ser- 
vice, and in many other ways that are entirely withie our ability, 
North Carolina will be faithful to its trust, will accept the challenge 
and keep Masonry on the high plane it has always enjoyed in this 
great state."—The late Past Grand Master John C. Vance of N. C. 


If Masonry could become aware of its duties and responsibilities, 
the loss of interest in our lodges, the loss of membership, and a con- 
stant and continuous decrease from year to year would gradually 
become less and finally there would begin an era of continual gain in 
all facets of Masonry. 


In the following pages we are discussing a number of individual 
Grand Jurisdictions. Some of them are advancing various reasons for 
the seeming lethargy and indifference that has interfered with their 
advancement, and are proposing various ways and means to combat 
the obstacle in their pathway. 


Our conclusions will not include any sensational or unusual 
methods, or to make any radical statement in regard to the State of 
Masonry. It should be clear to all that the period of panic that was 
prevalent a few years ago, when a large majority of our Grand 
Jurisdictions were showing such large net losses has apparently 
reached the highest point and is now showing a decline in the number 
of the net losses and a gain in the number of Grand Lodges that are 
showing a net gain. While a number of Grand Lodges will continue 
to show some net losses and the local bodies will continue to have 
small attendance, and that a large majority of this can be attributed 
to natural causes, yet it should be obvious that those Jurisdictions 
that have strong leadership, and efficient officers, especially a com- 
petent Grand Secretary, there will continue to be net gains, not only 
in membership, but in every other facet of Masonry in that Jurisdic- 
tion. 


Concurrent Jurisdiction—-Wisconsin, Arizona, and Ohio have in- 
troduced resolutions favoring concurrent Jurisdiction for every Lodge 
in the State. Probably some others have presented resolutions favor- 
ing this movement. However, none of them have yet made it a law. It 
' does not appear to this scribe that this would be of any benefit to the 
Craft in general. 


Space Masonry—For the first time we have been able to mention 
that a Mason was one of the Astronauts to orbit the Earth. LeRoy 
Gordon Cooper, one of the seven original Astronauts, on May 16, 17, 
1965 orbited the Earth 22 times in his Mercury capsule Faith 7. It is 
significant that it was named FAITH. 
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Many plans have been put forward to stop the slow but steady 
loss in membership, to create renewed interest in the present mem- 
bership and to create an attraction for that fine group of young men 
who will be the leaders of tomorrow. 


Many think that attractive, entertaining, advertising stunts, and 
unusual methods of initiation, lowering the requirements, and making 
membership easier will help to stem the tide. Masonry is not a social 
club, and we cannot depend on parades and fireworks, publicity of the 
ordinary variety, to build Masonry. It has not withstood the varying 
vicissitudes of its history and arrived at the place it now occupies by 
such short cut methods. 


In looking through the various proceedings, we find that the fun- 
damentals that Masonry has practiced in the past will eventually be 
depended upon for help in time of need. Leadership, more consecrated 
officers as well as members, the proper conferring of the degrees and 
Orders, personal attention, loyalty and constant devotion as well as a 
return to the Faith of our Founding Fathers will eventually permit 
us to succeed. 


In regard to the customs of some individual Lodges that engage 
in methods that this Scribe does not believe helps to promote the 
dignity of Masonry, some of the following may be mentioned. This 
is in the calling of each Brother by his given name, such as “Bill” 
take the South, “George” will you act as Junior Deacon, or the using 
of buttons or identification cards, similar to those used by Civie Clubs. 
The motive may be a worthy one, but there is a vast difference between 
service clubs or other organizations having merely social or service 
objectives. They are all worthy, and fill their place in a worthwhile 
manner, but Freemasonry contains a deep philosophy of life. Its teach- 
ings are moral and spiritual and the traditions of our Lodge call for 
dignity always and often for Reverence, 


We attended the Grand Lodge of Georgia in October 1965. They 
began each session by singing some old familiar hymn, usually Long 
Meter. The first one was *How Firm a Foundation," and the others 
of similar type. This might appear to be an innovation, but after 
hearing it in the way and manner in which the entire delegation 
entered into the exercises, you felt that there was a proper atmosphere 
in which to transact the business of the Fraternity. 


In concluding this resume of the several reports of the activities 
of the Grand Lodges, we are quoting from the concluding parargaphs 
of M..W..Ralph T. Moore, Past Grand Master and Fraternal Cor- 
respondent of the Grand Lodge of Oregon (1965). 


“The general idea of Freemasons standing up and being counted 
in these issues of public interest seems to draw quite a volume of com- 
ment among the several Grand Jurisdictions. One school of thought 
thinks Masonry should carefully avoid any such involvement, pursuant 
to our traditional aversion to taking sides on civic and fiscal issues. 
Another school of thought does not see how Masonic function can void 
such involvement and remain true to its public commitment as moral- 
istic leader in our national life. Quite probably the true course lies 
somewhere between these two extremes. A compromise would be to 
steer a course between outright and militant advocacy and complete 
disassociation, being helpful in developing and screening the perti- 
nent facts but avoid militant aggressiveness. And yet this would seem 
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hard to rationalize with the undoubted fact Masonry, in its long and 
fruitful history, has never been known to run from any important 
moral issue. Opinion among the several Grand Jurisdictions is divided 
as to ways and means but not as to the general principle of Masonry’s 
dedication to truth and public morality. But the general adoption of 
some fixed policy is evidently afar off. Each M.M. must carefully 
consider each issue and make his own decision according to the dic- 
tates of his own conscience. This is the most realistic way and quite 
probably the best way. But it imposes a heavy burden of responsibility 
on the individual M.M, 


* And now from the specific to the general in the present welfare 
of the Craft, a consensus of Grand Lodge opinion would doubtlessly 
be that the condition of Masonry is "fair" at this time, rather than 
good. There is much that can and should be done by individual M.Ms. 
to improve the Masonic status through their own exemplary behavior. 
There is also a big chance to improve our position by careful attention 
to the important matter of plant depreciation aimed at correcting 
conditions where Lodge attendance is made difficult by the neglect 
of convenience and comfort of those who habitually master the energy 
to attend Lodge regularly. There is need for greater diligence in our 
administration of Masonic concerns. For Masonry is indeed a pro- 
gressive science and a continuing burden on the individual M.M. For 
when all is said and done, WE are Masonry and We shape destiny 
by the diligence of our own behavior. 


*Masonry, to be healthy and strong and true to our publie trust 
of moralistic leadership, must have its devotees as players instead of 
spectators. It will be hard but not impossible to get Masonry back 
into active status and keep it there if we all get into the act, each in 
his own way and in due course of time. This points the way to real 
and constructive function for the welfare of our beloved Country, 
simply by making our deeds square with our profession. 


““In conclusion, the reading of the several addresses of Grand 
Masters and Grand Orators was most soul satisfying. It convinced one 
that the leadership of Masonry is now in competent hands, and needs 
only a minimum of sharing the common burden to build Masonry back 
to its rightful place in our national life. And to effect this happy 
result we need only to discipline ourselves to really BE Freemasons 
instead of being only complacently content to just TALK Free- 
masonry." 


This Foreword would not be complete if we did not refer to the 
wonderful help and assistance that the Grand Secretary of North 
Carolina has rendered this Scribe. It would be almost impossible to 
arrive at the proper conclusion in regard to the recognition of Foreign 
Grand Lodges, as well as to keep us in due bounds in our appraisal 
of the activities of sister Grand Lodges. M.'.W.'.Charles A. Harris, 
better known as *OLE CHARLIE" is not only a valuable help to all 
Grand Lodge Officers, but is one of the best Grand Secretaries in the 
Masonic field today.

M.'.W.'.Bro. W. Larkin Fitch, Grand Master. No. Lodges 61; Mem- 
bership Jan. 1, 1965, 13,378; Net Gain 233; Raised 399; Demitted 94; 
Plural Membership Dropped 8; Suspended N.P.D. 150; Expelled 
U.M.C. 1; Error 1; Died 226; Past Grand Masters present 21. 


A large number of distinguished guests from other Grand Juris- 
dietions were presented at the altar, and given a hearty welcome. 


The Grand Master issued 10 dispensations to local lodges for 
various reasons. Most of them were all within the Law. He made five 
decisions. Although he did not visit all the lodges in his Jurisdiction, 
he did make a number of official visits. He did visit the Sister Juris- 
dictions of Wyoming, California, Arkansas, Texas, Colorado and New 
Mexico. 

They have a system by which a member may purchase a life mem- 
bership by pre-payment of dues for a certain sum of money. If the 
holder of a Life Membership should secure a demit, the fee paid for 
such membership shall remain the property of the Lodge. 


Any member who is the recipient of a fifty year gold award shall 
be forever exempt from further payment of dues and granted a Senior 
Life Membership, provided he has met all the requirements. The Lodge 
granting such senior life membership shall not be required to pay any 
per capita tax to the Grand Lodge. 

The report of the Committee on Public Schools presented a very 
full report with a number of added recommendations. 

The Grand Oration was delivered by W.'.Bro. Marvin E. Ander- 
son, His subject was *Masonry—Active or Passive." We quote the last 
paragraphs of this Oration: 

“Our earlier brethren who dumped tea in Boston Harbor, who 
wrote the Constitution and Bill of Rights, who opened up our frontiers 
in Lodges where sentries with rifles were posted against Indian ma- 
rauders were active, not passive Masons. They made no secret of their 
Masonry. Has Masonry become so passive through good living, success, 
and the acclamation of our earlier brethren that forceful, active, con- 
structive and vigorous Masonry is no longer possible? 


I am glad to be able to declare positively that such is not the 
case. Masonry may be becoming a less major force in some parts of 
the world, but in Arizona we have a constantly growing, active and 
vigorous jurisdiction. Many of our smaller Lodges which have long 
struggled for survival, have now experienced a new enthusiasm and 
revival of working Masonry which is exciting to watch. This growth 
in every case can be traced to Active Masons who love Masonry and 
who have infected others with their love and enthusiasm. 


Brethren, to be active or to be passive: that is the question. Shall 
we suffer the slings and arrows of injustices and invectives in silence, 
or shall we bring Masonry into the open light of publie awareness that 
its good works can be seen and appreciated, and our loved Fraternity 
again gain its proper high position in the hearts of all mankind. The 
answer is here and now, and it must be made by us." 


The officers for the ensuing year are: Richard J. Lopshire, Most 
Worshipful Grand Master and Gerald I. Craig, Grand Secretary.

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GRAND LODGE OF ARKANSAS 


124th Annual Communication Little Rock, Ark., Nov. 16, 17, 1965. 
Brother Jack Vaughn Stockburger, Grand Master. No. Initiated 1374; 
Passed 1224; Raised 1191; Affiliated 412; Reinstated 638; Demitted 
362; Deaths 1015; Suspended N.P.D. 1176; Suspended U.M.C. 6; 
Expelled 4; Membership Sept. 30, 1965, 58439; Net loss 322. 


The Grand Secretary states that suspensions and drop outs con- 
tinue to be the major problems, both of which something could be done 
to improve the situation. He cites one example where 27 Brethren 
were subject to suspension in a certain Lodge. A concerted drive was 
instituted at the last moment which resulted in suspending only 3. 


Ten Emergent Communications were held during the year for the 
various purposes of dedications, constituting Lodges, Cornerstone Lay- 
ing, Funerals, and Placing Commemorative Stones of Lodges. 


We observe that their Committee on Masonic Law and Usage, 
which is about the same as our Jurisprudence Committee is composed 
entirely of Past Grand Masters. 


Evidently they do not have a uniform work in Arkansas. A Reso- 
lution was presented by one of the Lodges as follows: 


“Resolved: That Ashley Lodge No. 66, F. & A.M. Berryville, 
Arkansas, hereby requests that The Most Worshipful Grand Master, 
Grand Lodge F. & A.M. of Arkansas, present to and obtain for, all 
the Lodges and for use of its members only, a CODE FORM BOOK 
to the end that the work in all the Lodges in the State of Arkansas 
be uniform and the same, and that a certified copy of this resolution 
be furnished the Most Worshipful Grand Master.” 


This was referred to the Board of Custodians. They did NOT 
approve the Resolution. 


He was requested to make a ruling on who should wear the hat 
when conferring a degree or presiding even if the Master was present. 
He ruled that whoever was presiding (that is, in the East) should 
wear the hat. This was referred to the Board of Custodians. The Board 
of Custodians recommended: 


“The Board of Custodians recommends: 

(A) That the Worshipful Master, Senior and Junior Wardens, ana 
all Past Masters are entitled to and must wear the Hat while presiding 
in the tyled recesses of all subordinate lodges in the State of Arkansas, 


(B) When a competent Master Mason other than the Worshipful 
Master, Senior and Junior Wardens or a Past Master is conferring a 
degree, the presiding officer shall sit in the EAST with him and must 
wear the Hat.” 


After considerable discussion, a substitute Motion carried that the 
whole matter be referred to the Committee on Masonic Law and Usage 
(Jurisprudence). 

They ruled “when a Masonic Lodge is opened and in Session, a 
Hat must be worn by the Person who is presiding. This was adopted. 


GRAND LODGE OF CALIFORNIA 


116th Annual Communication San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 11, 1965. 
M.'.W.' Theodore Meriam, Grand Master. No. Lodges 709; Membership 
244,586; Research Membership 328; Net gain 87 (This was the small- 
est net gain in some time.) 1495 suspended; for cause 37; No. died 
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5008. The fees ranged from $50.00 to $215.00 and the annual dues 
from $12.00 to $50.00 with the average for the 709 Lodges being $16.87. 


The Grand Lecturer made an excellent report giving in some 
detail the method of teaching the Ritual and in their efforts to es- 
tablish uniformity. We like the statement he makes in regard to the 
rendition of the Ritual. Quote: 


“And while we recognize the previously acknowledged necessity 
of uniformity and the preservation of the purity of our work—the 
ritual and lectures—we also firmly believe that in order to be effective 
the rituals and lectures of our three degrees must be characterized 
not only by perfection, but by excellence as well. Careless and slip-shod 
ritual and lectures delivered merely by rote, are repugnant to us. We 
shall, through the Inspectors, and in turn through the officers of the 
Lodges, strive for more meaningful presentation of our degrees for 
our candidates. Our Ritual, both monitorial and esoteric, when pre- 
sented with thoughtful and conscientious effort, can make a deep and 
lasting impression on the mind of the candidate that may become a 
life-long inspiration. Our Ritual has been tried and proven, and we 
are determined that the Ritual as handed down to us by our pred- 
ecessors, and which we cherish, needs no periodic revisions, innova- 
tions, or embellishments—past, present and future.” 


To all of this we say AMEN. We know of nothing that will dis- 
gust the average candidate any more than to be forced to listen to a 
parrot-like monotone, expressing words and sentences that have no 
meaning to him, therefore he cannot communicate the thought to the 
candidate. Although we favor absolute perfection in the use of the 
words, we had rather have a person who can impress the thought and 
meaning to the candidate, even if he should omit or transpose an 
occasional word. After all the perfection of the wording is only in 
that particular Grand Jurisdiction. 


Their Slogan in regard to public schools, as used by their Grand 
Master is both timely and true. “Help Build a Better America—Sup- 
port Our Public Schools.” 


Several instances of improper use of Masonic phrases and even 
publieations which were not only not permitted, but were illegal, were 
reported. Also the improper use of signs and symbols were displayed, 
but were handled properly and without damage. 


They have a strong committee on DeMolay and are supporting 
the movement, both in active participation and of making DeMolay 
avallable for every deserving boy. 

The Grand Orator used as his subject “A re-examination of the 
Fundamentals of Freemasonry.” He spoke on the three tenets of the 
Order, Brotherly Love, Relief and Truth. It was received with a 
standing ovation. 

They have a special committee known as the “Committee on So- 
journers." This is a committee that looks after every Mason who moves 
to California and becomes a permanent resident, and is solicited for 
his membership. The result has been beyond expectations. They had 
a total of 922 sojourners who became members, an increase of 69 over 
the previous year. This is à movement worth considering. 

They have reports from the Board of Directors of Masonic Clubs 
at the University of California at Berkeley and of the University of 
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California at Los Angeles. These are Masonic Clubs of students at 
these institutions who are Master Masons and are under the Juris- 
diction and surveillance of the Grand Lodge of California. 


A Resolution to change the Code requiring a unanimous ballot 
and providing for a rejection only when 3 or more black cubes were 
east, was disapproved by the Jurisprudence Committee and recom- 
mended that the Grand Master declare this resolution rejected because 
it is in violation of the Ancient Landmarks of the Order. 


A Resolution providing for an addition to the Ritual of the 3rd 
Degree, being a “Ballot Box Lecture", with a specimen copy of another 
Grand Lodge, was rejected because it added to the length of the con- 
ferring of the 3rd degree, and further that this instruction was avail- 
able in the “Handbook for Candidate Coaches.” 

Another resolution was rejected that would have provided for the 
presentation of a copy of the Bible to the candidate when he was 
raised with an address of 4-5 paragraphs which would become a part 
of the Ritual. 

The Committee on Foreign Correspondence recommended the rec- 
ognition of the Grand Lodge of Turkey and withdrawing recognition 
of the National Grand Lodge of Egypt. 

They published a quarterly periodical known as the California 
Freemason. They have four Research Lodges. These, with a Grand 
Master “whose shining example of his outstanding labors in his own 
community” has made it possible to have a program of real Masonic 
education. 

Their reports containing Reviews of the Proceedings of other 
Grand Lodges have appeared quarterly in the “California Freemason,” 
copies of which have been sent to each Grand Lodge. We regret that 
they have not been made available to this Reviewer. We would appre- 
ciate information whereby we could be in possesion of the Reviews if 
nothing more. 

The officers elected for the ensuing year are M.W. Myron E. 
Smith, Grand Master, and R.W. Edward Siems, P.G.M., Grand Secre- 
tary. 

The one hundred Seventeenth Annual Communication af the 
Grand Lodge of California will be held in the City of San Francisco, 
commencing on Monday, Oct. 10, 1966 and concluding on Friday, Oct. 
14, 1966. 


GRAND LODGE OF CONNECTICUT 


177th Annual Communication, Hartford, Conn., Apr. 7, 8, 1965. 
Bro. Irving E. Partridge, M.W. Grand Master. No. Lodges 134; U.D.2; 
Membeership 12/31/64, 45,795; Net loss 601; No. raised 993; Suspend- 
ed N.P.D. 512; U.M.C. 2; Died 1,075; Candidates rejected 72. 


The address of the Grand Master is one of the most scholarly, 
philosophical and beautifully composed discussions of the several 
subjects covered that we have had the pleasure of reviewing. He 
discussed the Alaskan Relief; Table Lodges; Religious Observances; 
Masonic Youth Activities; Masonic Culture and Public Relations; the 
George Washington Masonic National Memorial Association; Confer- 
ences of Grand Masters: Masonic Lodges of Research, U.D.; Grand 
Masters Day; above and beyond the line of duty and a discussion of 
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Masonry in general. Any one of these subjects would make an inter- 
esting quote, but space forbids. We quote part of his conclusion: 


“From what I have read to you, my Brethren, I believe that you 
will join me in stating that the year just ended has been a most suc- 
cessful one in a great many ways. Our labors together have sharpened 
and brightened the image of Masonry in this State. There is ample 
evidence that our great Fraternity is wide-awake, alert, virile, and 
aggressive in the pursuit of our avowed purpose to serve mankind. 
Much favorable publicity has made the public at large increasingly 
aware of dedicated men who compose our membership, and what we 
stand for in our civic and community life as well as is our fraternal 
life, 

One year ago when I took upon myself the solemn oath and obli- 
gation to serve this Grand Lodge for the ensuing year to the best of my 
ability, I did so with the full realization that there was much to do, 
and only a short year in which to do it. As the head of this ancient 
Grand Lodge I have endeavored to serve Freemasonry to the limit of 
my time and energy, not for my desire for personal aggrandizement, 
but because, my Brethren, my philosophy of Life coincides exactly with 
the expressed philosophy of our Fraternity. 

My Brethren, deeply engraved upon my heart is my grateful 
appreciation for the Opportunities which you have given me to serve 
this Grand Lodge as Grand Master. How well it has been done, I shall 
leave to you to decide. Fortunately for me, Almighty God gave me the 
strength and ability to labor with and for you this year. He spared 
me from an untimely death in an airplane crash, and for that I am 
and ever will be, eternally grateful. In the words of the Twenty-third 
Psalm I say to you, my Brethren: “...my cup runneth over...” With 
Brotherhood among Men, and service to Almighty God and Mankind 
as our goals, let us press forward undaunted in the days and years 
which lie ahead.” 

They carry a roster of the subordinate Lodges, giving some news 
items of the Lodge, the Roll of the Officers, some data about rein- 
statements, number raised, died and demitted. 


They also have some very fine Reviews of several of the Grand 
Lodges. North Carolina was not mentioned (probably because we are 
one of the very few Grand Lodges that has not shown a loss in about 
25 years.)

William Campbell, Grand Master and Most Worshipful Brother Earle 
K. Haling, P.G.M., Grand Secretary. 


GRAND LODGE OF DELAWARE 


160th Annual Communication, Wilmington, Del., Oct. 6, 7, 1965. 
M.'.W..William D. Paulin, Grand Master. No. Lodges 27; Member- 
ship 9114; Net gain 71; No. raised 273; Died 183; Suspended 34; 
Demitted 29. 78 Grand Representatives present. N. C. was repre- 
sented. 

Most Worshipful Sam A. Hennis, Grand Master, and R..W.. 
Robert N. Bass, Jr., Junior Grand Warden, represented North Caro- 
lina along with an unusually large number of distinguished guests. 

The Grand Master's address was a very full and complete report 
of his visitations and activities. He gave a very fine report of the 
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Grand Masters Conference in Washington and also the North Eastern 
Conference. He was very happy about the Grand lodge publication 
“Delaware Freemason”, the first edition being published on September 
2, 1964. He states that those in authority would appreciate sugges- 
tions, criticism, contributions and assistance. 


His dispensations were all of a routine nature, and were clearly 
within the prerogative of the Grand Master in most Grand Lodges. 
The Jurisprudence Committee approved all of the recommendations 
of the Grand Master. 

The officers elected for the ensuing year are M.W. Arthur G. 
Craig, Grand Master, M.W. James B. Kilvington, P.G.M., Grand Sec- 
retary. The next Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge will be 
held in the Masonic Temple, 112 E. Market St., Newport, Delaware, 
on October 5, 1966. 


GRAND LODGE OF IDAHO 


98th Annual Communication, Boise, Idaho, Sept. 21, 22, 23, 1965. 
M.W. A. Warren Cate, Grand Master. No. Lodges 84; Membership 
14,454; Net loss 107; Initiated 271; Passed 255; Raised 265; Affiliated 
102; Reinstated 66; Died 302; Suspended and expelled 139; demitted 
91; Errors 8. 

After the usual ceremonies connected with the opening of Grand 
Lodge, the presentation of the flag, introduction of distinguished 
guests, reception of Past Grand Masters, Grand Representatives, and 
other items necessary, the Grand Master presented his address. 

He first referred to the Necrology report, and then made such 
appointments as were necessary at the time. His visitations were 
evidently far beyond the line of duty. He refers to them in detail, 
including the various conferences. He issued 28 dispensations, most of 
them being of a routine type. His program consisted of four different 
points. (1) Lodge of Research; (2) Training Manual for Wardens; 
(3) Traveling “Fiat Lux” Gavel, (a symbol of Unity, Fraternity and 
Brotherhood); (4) Worshipful Masters report of district Meetings. 


He made 9 recommendations, some of them being a regular 
function of the Grand Lodge. That all appointed Grand Lodge Officers 
be given the title “Very Worshipful”. This being a change in the 
Constitution, the lodges will be circularized according to Law. That 
the Grand Lodge prepare a “Certificate of Services”, to be presented 
to the District Deputy Grand Masters at the termination of his term, 
that the fees for the Degrees have a minimum of $50.00 and that all 
dues of subordinate Lodges have a minimum of $12.00 and that the 
office of the Grand Secretary’s expenses be increased for assistants 
help and that the Secretary’s salary be put on a “rising cost of living 
index." 

We note that the Jurisprudence Committee approved the author- 
ization to the Grand Lodge of North Carolina to proceed with the 
Masonic trial of a member of an Idaho Lodge. 

It appears that the Acacia Fraternity report created a good deal 
of interest. We do not exactly understand what is covered in this 
report and under what authority it works. 

The Grand Orator chose for his subject "The Challenge of the 
Times”, We quote a paragraph of this excellent discussion: 


206 PROCEEDINGS OF THE 


“Many times since our American History, sometimes only in local 
area and sometimes on a national scale, Masonry has met with many 
challenging situations and sometimes with reversals. But in each and 
every incident, the men of Freemasonry have met that challenge and 
survived, oftentimes being stronger as a result of the battle. 


Today we are met with another challenge, greater and more 
serious than all the rest. The reason for its seriousness is that all of 
the challenges of previous history of Freemasonry have been chal- 
lenges from without, challenges wherein we could see clearly and 
combat effectively the enemy, Such is not the case, however, in the 
great challenge of our times. This modern challenge to Freemasonry 
is one from within. We shall call it, for lack of better wording, the 
challenge of apathy and indifference. It is a subtle silent enemy that 
infiltrates the thinking of the individual Mason and interferes with 
the effective operation and functioning of our individual Lodges and 
Grand Lodges jurisdiction. 


In recent years the function of investigating committees appointed 
to look into the character of an applicant, the motivating forces which 
prompted him to apply and his general qualifications for membership, 
has been taken very lightly by the members of such committees. Many 
times, for example, the committee members are so indifferent to their 
duties that they may sign the application form without even speaking 
to the candidate. It is also not uncommon to find officers who accept 
appointments or are elected to elective offices by their Brethren when 
they have no other motive in accepting said office than that of the 
honor and prestige that accompanies such a position. They are apathe- 
tic to the welfare of the Lodge and highly indifferent to their respec- 
tive duties and quality of work. 


This same attitude of apathy and indifference is being increasing- 
ly observed in our attitudes towards government, politics, and inter- 
national affairs.” 


The Grand Historian gave a very complete history of the Grand 
Lodge of Idaho, one of the most complete we have seen in a long time. 
We quote one paragraph: 

“North Carolina Grand Lodge issued a charter September 27, 
1813 to the Grand Lodge of Tennessee. Tennessee chartered Missouri; 
Missouri chartered No. 84 which later became Oregon No. 1. California 
Grand Lodge formed on April 18, 1850 chartered two Oregon lodges, 
Willamette No. 11 at Portland and Lafayette No. 15. Thus, one lodge 
chartered by Missouri and two by California formed the Oregon 
Grand Lodge on September 15, 1851.” 


Space forbids a fuller report of the activities of this wonderful 
Grand Lodge with all the co-operation, the devotion to duty and the 
all around ability of the personnel of the Grand Lodge, we cannot 
understand why they had a net loss in membership. 


The following were elected officers for the year 1965-66: M.W. A. 
W. Cate, Grand Master; R.W. Herbert H. Eberle, Grand Secretary and 
R.W. Eugene Grant, Fraternal Relations. Time and place of the 99th 
Annual Communication, Twin Falls, Idaho, Third Tuesday in Sep- 
tember, 1966. 
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GRAND LODGE OF INDIANA 


148th Annual Communication, Indianapolis, Ind., May 18-19, 1965. 
M.W. Clyde E. Flowers, Grand Master. No. Lodges 547; Membership 
Dec. 31, 1964 180,303; Net loss 1401; Raised 3496; Restored 208; 
Affiliated 737; Otherwise gained 6; Died 3676; Demitted 1238; 
Suspended N.P.D. 869; Suspended other causes 54;Expelled 6; Lost 
otherwise 5; Average membership per Lodge 329.6; Smallest Lodge 
36; Largest Lodge 2,171. 


The Grand Master's address began with a statement of “Condition 
of the Fraternity.” We quote: 


“From the many personal contacts with Masonic leaders in 
Indiana on visitation to a number of lodges, from the reports of our 
Grand Lecturer and the Assistant to the Grand Lecturer, and from 
a volume of correspondence, it is my personal opinion that Free- 
masonry in Indiana is active, that the officers of our lodges generally 
are interested and concerned in their positions of responsibility and 
that the condition of the Fraternity in general is good. However, 
many of our lodges do‘ have problems and our Grand Lodge shares 
in the concern of many of our sister Jurisdictions in the matter of 
attendance and of membership decline." 


And elosing we are quoting the last paragraph: 


"In closing this report, I want to repeat substantialy what I 
said in closing my talk one year ago. Again I want to thank you for 
the very great honor you have conferred upon me, and I tried to 
exert my best efforts to merit that honor. May God's richest blessings 
be showered upon you and may his peace rest in your hearts. At the 
conelusion of our meeting tomorrow may He grant each of you a safe 
journey home to the loved ones who will be waiting for you. Good 
luck and God bless you, every one." 


The report of the Committees on Foreign Relations reported that 
they do not recognize but one Grand Lodge in France. The first 
paragraph of Indiana's report explains very fully our position in re- 
gard to France. They discuss several important topics including 
Ritual, Masonic Education; the Indiana Masonic Home; the Funeral 
Memorial Service and in keeping with several Grand Lodges they 
discuss “Actual Past Master's Degree." We quote: 


" And now, my brethren, there is one distressing thing which the 
Actual Past Master degree is conferred in many of our Lodges of 
Actual Past Masters, and the undignified and un-Masonic side de- 
grees which some Lodges of Actual Past Masters use in connection 
with this important ceremonial work. 


"No Grand Master wants to arrest the charter of any Lodge for 
undignified and unauthorized presentations, yet one of the most im- 
portant aspects of Freemasonry is that we who are Masters, officers, 
and Past Masters in our Lodges demonstrate the respect in which 
we hold every facet of our Fraternity. 

“My Brethren, I ask you, how can we expect a new Worshipful 
Master to preside with dignity and to show respect for the Fraternity 
when he has been subjected to undignified experiences, when he has 
been made the butt of ridicule, when he has been forced to endure 
disrespect? 
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“Brethren, I submit to you that this practice must be stopped. If it 
cannot be done on a voluntary basis, then the action of the Grand 
Lodge will be sought to eliminate the Actual Past Master degree in 
this Jurisdiction. 

“Several “Action Now” matters relating to the raising of our 
sights on ritualistic work and concerning dignity in the Lodge room 
will be announced at an early date. We believe you will welcome 
edicts and recognize the merit in their requirements.” 


He issued a proclamation requesting the observance of the Feast 
of St. John the Evangelist, and of St. John the Baptist. 

A comparative statement of membership shows that in 1896, 
there were 483 Lodges and 29,387 members; in 1920 there were 567 
Lodges with 108,021 members, their highest membership however 
was in 1929 when there were 129,990. 

The Grand Reviewer presented one of the most complete reports 
we have ever observed. This year his report covered 68 separate 
Jurisdictions. There were 44 in the U. S.; 7 out of the nine in Canada; 
all 7 in Australia and all three of the British Isles. 


Under the title “Membership Trends; What others say” we quote: 


“Removing The Dead Wood. “Statistics for the half year show 
a further loss in total membership. It would probably be most 
illuminating if an analysis were made of losses and gains, say over 
the past ten or fifteen years. It might reveal what many feel to be 
the case, that no small proportion of the losses is amongst those who 
should not have been admitted to the Order in any case. Lodges need to 
remember that the higher the standard the better the chances of 
attracting and keeping the best men.” 


“The Grand Lodges in many instances are still showing losses in 
membersip, and in some of them the losses are fairly large. This 
present condition may be for the benefit of Masonry. For a period of 
several years we were experiencing heavy gains in membership, gains 
which we may now feel not too proud of.” 


“WORSHIP OF QUALITY—“Your Grand Lodge is again faced 
with a loss of membership, the largest in fact since the days of the 
depression. This is a matter of concern, but it is also a result which 
we should have anticipated. We have for too long worshipped at the 
altar of bigness. We have insisted on quantity, rather than quality, 
of candidates. Our investigations of petitioners have been perfunctory, 
to say the least. In some instances no investigation has been made at 
all. Why, then, should we wonder that large numbers of our members 
are suspended for non-payment of dues? Why should we wonder that 
they evince no interest in any Lodge work and never attend a meeting? 
Why, even, should we wonder that our Lodge lines contain officers 
who have not the slightest conception of what Freemasonry is all 
about?” 


He discussed Masonic Publications, referring to the advantages 
and the benefits to be derived and also the headaches. 

These are probably the best Reviews, when we consider the 
material contained, that we are privileged to cover. However, the 
Grand Reviewer of Indiana is probably one of the best informed 
Masons in the U. S. and in addition is an accomplished speaker and 
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also writer. His several Brochures sent out by the Masonic Service 
Association are very valuable discussions for any mason. We enjoy 
reading them. 

The officers elected for the next term are: M.W. Don A. Burton, 
Grand Master and M.W. Dwight L. Smith, Grand Secretary. Bro. 
Smith is also the Grand Reviewer, we referred to in the above para- 
graph.

M.W. Howard M. Sigler, Grand Master. No. Lodges 284; Membership 
Dec. 31, 1964, 51,512; Net gain 78. The City of New Orleans with a 
membership of 11,139 shows a net loss of 196. If the City of New 
Orleans had broken even, the net gain for the State of Louisiana would 
have been 274. 1337 were raised; 905 died; 462 demitted; 89 dropped 
(residence unknown); 657 suspended N.P.D., 6 U.M.C.; 5 expelled 
U.M.C. 


A tabulation of their gains and losses, together with the member- 
ship since 1925 reveals practically the same scale as several other 
Grand Lodges have shown. 

In 1925 their membership was 34,905, reaching its highest 
number of 35,191 in 1927. Then followed a gradual loss each year 
until 1940 when the membership was 20,282, which was the lowest 
number in about 40 years. From there they had a slow but steady gain 
each year until the last report we have was 1964 with a membership 
of 51,512. According to their tabulation they did not show a net loss 
at any time since 1940. As we said above this is about the same story 
that several Grand Lodges have encountered. 

We want to congratulate the Grand Master on the format of his 
address as well as the excellent report it carries. He has divided the 
address under certain titles, making it easier to closely read the sub- 
ject you are most interested in emphasizing. He has the list of “deaths 
in other Jurisdictions” all arranged on one page, next is “State of 
the Order". He emphasized the importance of quality Masonry, the 
duties and responsibilities of investigating committees, masonically 
associated bodies, and especially the Masonic Youth Foundation in 
Louisiana which was completed this year. He states that “In genera! 
Masonry in Louisiana is in good order. We have great challenges 
ahead for us. We have the potential to get the job done. We cannot 
afford to do otherwise. We wish that every Grand Master could be 
as optimistic as he is. He knows what they can do. 

He then gives a list of his official visitations, which indicates 
a full year of devotion to duty. 

There are so many good discussions under various headings that 
we would like to mention, but space does not permit. Under Masonic 
Education, we note “A good Masonic Program is the foundation stone 
for a program of Masonic growth for the individual mason and for 
the Constituent Lodge. As Masonic Education is a major concern of 
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mine, much of my attention has been directed toward striving to im- 
oe our Education Program”. It should aim at developing leader- 
ship. 

In discusing the need of a Grand Lodge Publication, he states 
that it should be made available to all the membership in the State. 
He therefore recommended “That a Special Committee of three 
members be appointed by the incoming Grand Master, to thoroughly 
study the possibility of our Grand Lodge issuing a publication to be 
made available to all members in the state, and to report their find- 
ings and recommendations at the next Grand Communication to be 
held in February 1966.” 


There is enough material in this copy of the Proceedings to make 
a dozen Programs of excellent material. 


They have no Reviews, but do print a roster of the Officers, 
Past Masters and certain important data of every subordinate Lodge 
in the Jurisdiction. 


The officers elected to serve for the following year are: M.W. 
Woodrow A. Downs, Grand Master; R.W. D. Peter Leugens, Jr., 
Grand Secretary. It is stated that the Reviews are on file in the Grand 
Secretary’s office. This does not give us the privilege of reading them 
and commenting on their opinions. 


GRAND LODGE OF MAINE 


146th Annual Communication, Po:tland, May 4, 1965. M.W. 
Wallace H. Campbell, Grand Master. No. Lodges 219; No. raised 
968; Affiliated 132; Reinstated 78; Demitted 174; Suspended 329; 
Died 1,020; Rejections 92; Membership 46,845; Net Loss 345. 

The Committee on DeMolay made a very complete and thorough 
report on this vital objective. 


The committee on communism whose chairman is our old friend 
and one of N. Carolina’s favorites M.W. Raymond M. Rideout, Sr. He 
has visited North Carolina a number of times and is always a wel- 
come visitor. They state “Freemasonry and Communism are at oppo- 
site ends of the poles as far as their thinking is concerned", “Free- 
masonry believes that the rights of the individual are supreme, while 
communism believes that all men, except communists, are animals, and 
treat them as such. One of the ways in which you can best serve 
your country and Freemasonry is to learn the facts about your 
greatest enemy, communism." 


On the morning of the 2nd day the committees on Grievances 
and Appeals gave a very interesting report on that subject. 


Some of the business transacted was: 


Voted. that the report of the Grand Treasurer be accepted subject 
to the report of the auditor. Voted, to transfer $30,000.00 from the 
Relief fund to the Permanent Charity Fund. Voted, that the Treasurer 
be authorized to sign proxies for stock owned by the Trustees. Voted, 
that it be the basic policy of the Trustees that Disaster Relief Funds 
be dispensed at the discretion of the Grand Master and the Chairman 
of the Committee on distribution. 


It is interesting to observe the various amounts charged for 
fees and dues in the several Grand Lodges and also in the same Grand 
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Lodge. In Maine the highest fee charged for the Degrees is $100.00 
and the minimum is $30.00. The dues collected by the several Lodges 
range from a high of $12.00 to a low of $2.00 We cannot imagine 
what two dollars in dues would cover. How much is the per capita 
tax? A Lodge of this type evidently does not have much rent to pay 
or much local expenses. 

One of the outstanding addresses of this annual communication 
was that of Past Grand Master and at present Grand Secreary of 
the Grand Lodge of Indiana, M.W. Dwight L. Smith. We quote two 
or three paragraphs of his remarks: After referring to the parable 
of the sower who went forth to sow, and of the seed falling on various 
kinds of soil, he discused it with a cousin of his who made this state- 
ment. 

“You know Dwight, it is your job and mine, and the job of all 
who feel and think as we do, to guard the seed.” 

Then he went on to say: “I am an old vocational agriculture 
teacher. We know there are times and seasons when it is useless 
to sow seed becaue it is certain to be wasted." He told me about the 
fantastic length of time some seed can be stored away and still re- 
tain that power which will cause it to sprout and grow. 


"It may be,” he said, “that in this particular period of time, the 
seed of Freemasonry can not grow to its full advantage, but the spark 
of life is still there. It is up to us to stand guard over the seed, to be 
ready when the season is proper to plant and nourish it, so that it 
may spring up and bear fruit." 


Perhaps in a sense that is a pessimistic viewpoint, yet is it not 
true that it is your job and mine to stand guard over the seed and to 
be ready when the time is right? In all our discouragement over 
waste of seed, loss of effort and poor giowing conditions, let us not 
forget that some of our seed will take root, and that the little which 
does sprout and grow makes our work worth the effort. 


Stand guard, my brethren. Take care to see that the seed you sow 
in your Lodges may fall on soil prepared to receive it; that growing 
conditions are right for its nourishment. 


Stand guard. Uninterested though this present generation may 
be in things of the spirit, the time will come, I verily believe, when 
a generation of men will reach out for that which our Craft has to 
offer. 

It is rather sad, is it not, to comtemplate on the fact that those 
years in which Freemasonry seems to thrive the most are years of 
adversity! Last night in my address I observed that we should all 
offer our supplications to the Great Architect of the Universe that 
He will speedily deliver us from the scourge of too much prosperity. 
I believe that. I believe the day when Freemasonry again makes its 
greatest impact on the lives and souls of men will be the day when 
they need it most. 

Stand guard over the seed!" 

The report of the Foreign Corespondent and Reviewer, Ralph J. 
Pollard, P.G.M., ranks with the best that we have the privilege of 
reading. He uses 77 pages of fairly small type in his Foreword and 
individual Review of 68 Grand Lodges. He gives N. C. an excellent 
report. We appreciate his favorable comment on the efforts of this 
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scribe, although he refers to the fact that we did not include Maine 
in our 1964 Reviews. Due to the limited amount of space, we cannot 
cover all that we desire each year, therefore we staggered the Reviews 
of the individual Grand Lodges, rotating them in order to cover most 
of them during a three year period. 

When we look over the efforts that some of these old war horses 
who have been doing this work for years, it makes us feel entirely in- 
adequate and not too well prepared for the duty expected. 


We quote a few paragraphs of his Foreword: 

“One hundred years ago, in 1865, M.W. Josiah H. Drummond 
began his thirty-seven years of service as Chairman of our Maine 
Committee on Foreign Correspondence, and as writer of the Maine 
Correspondence Report, a service in which he brought boundless 
prestige to the Grand Lodge of Maine and in which he won for 
himself an international reputation as the greatest Masonic authority 
of his time. The principles for which he fought are still the guiding 
principles of the Grand Lodge of Maine, and the policies which he 
inaugurated are still followed by his successors on this Committee. 

And now, with the submision of our 1965 report, we ourself 
complete twenty years of service as Chairman of this Committee. For 
the privilege of serving Grand Lodge in this capacity, we are truly 
grateful. This has been the outstanding assignment of our Masonic 
career; we have thoroughly enjoyed the work; and we sincerely hope 
that our reports have been of some interest to our readers and of some 
value to the Craft. 

We are a firm believer in the value and importance of these 
reports, both as a record of current happenings throughout the 
Masonic wo1ld and as a forum for the serious discussion of important 
Masonic questions. The writers of these reports are, of necessity, the 
best informed Masons of their time. By their study of the Proceedings 
of sister Grand Lodges, year after year, by their extensive corres- 
pondence, and by their constant exchange of opinions among them- 
selves, these reviewers have acquired a practical knowledge of present- 
day Freemasonry which could have been obtained in no other way, 
and which enables them to speak with authoity on the Masonic 
issues which they discuss. Some of our ablest Masonic scholars have al- 
ways engaged in this work, and their writings have done much to 
influence and to unify Masonic thinking throughout the world. We 
have learned much from our Colleagues of the Round Table, both past 
and present, and we are proud to be counted as one of their dis- 
tinguished fellowship.” 

Just think for one moment. One Reviewer the world renowned 
Josiah H. Drummond, who was Grand Reviewer for 37 years, and now 
the present Foreign Correspondent and Reviewer is finishing his 20th 
year. Two outstanding Masons serving 57 years as the connecting 
link between the Grand Lodge of Maine, and the entire Masonic 
world. Our hats are off to M.W. Ralph J. Pollard. May he live many 
more years and continue to dispense Masonic Light, Knowledge and 
information to all those who are privileged to read his excellent 
reports.

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GRAND LODGE OF MINNESOTA 


112th Annual Communication, St. Paul, March 17, 1965. M.W. 
Paul M. Olstad, Grand Master. No. Lodges 287; Membership Dec. 
31, 1964 67,973; Net loss 853. 


The address of the Grand Master was very brief, but is well 
written. He tabulates his visitations, dispensations, decisions and 
other routine matter under separate headings. We think this is an 
excellent idea. It makes it so much easier to find what he has to say or 
what he did without searching through a long address. 


One of the outstanding parts of these proceedings is the Oration; 
delivered by W. Bro. William C. Blaine, Grand Orator. His subject 
was “The Individual Man Versus the Mass-Mason". We wish that 
every Mason in the land could read or hear this wonderful Oration. 
We quote two or three paragraphs. 


“Many of us have been greatly disturbed during the past genera- 
tion or more by the rise of what we now call the Mass-man. To many, 
this may sound incredible. Others, whose eyes have been opened to the 
danger that besets the individual man and his striving for creative 
expression, finds that only by calling constant attention to this phe- 
nomenon can he be assured and insured against the loss of what is so 
greatly precious to him; his innate sense of dignity and his desire to 
think and act for himself, all within the due bounds of law and 
spiritual living. 

“To the individualist, and that means the Freemason, it is anath- 
ema to become a conformist, to follow the rile of the unthinking 
mob, led by the ever-dangerous demagogue. It is true that it is much 
easier to conform, to “follow the leader" (and all the tragic connota- 
tions that it brings to mind) ; to move and act blindly and aimlessly in 
a society where he, the individualist, finds thousands of like-minded 
men who are concerned wholly with one thing; follow the rules; 
don’t think; at all cost keep from expressing yourself on any matter 
that may ‘stir up’ the great majority! 

“Let us never forget as Freemasons that great fundamental 
truths have been placed into our safe-keeping. Among these are 
Liberty, Equality, Fraternity, Reason, Tolerance, Love and Under- 
standing. Our forebears builded well, upon the ashes of a corrupt and 
bankrupt society which, in their time, had reduced man to the status 
of a chattel. And let us, their lineal and spiritual descendants always 
remember that succeeding generations tend to forget the lessons of 
those who preceded them. Spiritual and moral and ethical concepts of 
meaning and of value cannot be transmitted by inheritance. Each 
individual, in each generation, must learn from the beginning the 
fundamental laws which govern his relationship to his fellowman 
and to his Creator. 


“If we remain strong, steadfast and faithful, we will be able te 
put failure to work for us and not allow it to defeat us. Our efforts 
will also have to absorb a high degree of acceptance without hitting 
back at other people’s undisciplined and irrational hostility. We WILL 
prevail. When the Mass-Man under such conditions, touches us, our 
ideas to what we believe in; to what we know is Truth; we must 
leave lethargy to the ‘ash can’ of yesterday and today. Then we 
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will become WHOLE Free-Masons once more—conveying the torch 
of Light to—and for all—men. THEN we will stand—and not until 
then zon the threshold of a true rebirth of the human spirit—for all 
men! 

“But modern man, to carry the analogy a bit further, looks out 
of the window of the speeding airplane as little as possible. He has 
no leisure. He is apathetic. The world must—and will—move forward 
ever more quickly; in what direction? Who knows? But it will move 
ever faster and faster. Sitting in the airplane of our own lives, we 
sometimes wonder whether this airplane of ours is really onything 
more than a means of moving thoughtless people from one piace to 
another. 

“Each and every one of us must re-dedicate and re-commit him- 
self once more. If our aim is, with God’s help, Truth, Love, Righteous- 
ness, Liberty, Equality, and Fraternity—then how can we fail? It 
will take time—but time is on our side; and we will persevere-—we 
will recreate, as our forefathers did before us, that new human 
society that will justify our very existence as human beings! 


“When is all this to start—as if ‘start’ is needed? Tomorrow— 
or the day after—or the day after that? No! It starts today—-now! 

"We are part and parcel of this rebirth this renaissance. The 
pangs of this re-birth are now upon us. We will not have suffered in 
vain if we rise to the challenge." 

The report of the Fraternal Correspondent relates some data in 
regard to their relations with several Grand Juiisdictions. They 
recommended the recognition of Austria (Vienna); the Grand Lodge 
of South Africa, and the Grand Lodge of the State of Massachusetts. 
They also recommend that an appropriation of $200.00 be made so 
that if a request for funds is made by that commission, it will be 
available for them. | 


There are a number of interesting reports made in detail by the 
various Committees. There are no Reviews.

Error 1.

He gives a very favorable report of the Grand Masters Confer- 
ence of North America and also of the Southeastern Masonic 
Conference. 


The Fraternal Correspondent quoting a statement of the late 
Ray V. Denslow of the Grand Lodge of Missouri: 


“I was born in antiquity, in the ancient days when men first 
dreamed of God. I have been tried through the ages and found true. 
The crossroads of the world bear the imprint of my feet and the 
cathedrals of all nations mark the skill of my hands. I strive for 
beauty and symmetry. In my heart is wisdom and strength and cour- 
age for those who ask. Upon my altars is the Book of Holy Writ, and 
my prayers are to the One Omnipotent God. My sons work and pray 
together without rank or discord. in the publie mart and in the inner 
chamber. By signs and symbols I teach the lessons of life and of 
death, and the relationship of men with God, and of man with man. 


“My arms are widespread to receive those of lawful age and 
good report who seek me of their own free will. I accept them, and 
teach them to use my tools in the building of men, and thereby, find 
direction in their own quest for perfection, so much desired and so 
difficult to attain. I lift up the fallen and shelter the sick. I harken 
to the orphans cry, the widow's tears, the pain of the old and destitute. 


“I am not a church, nor party, nor school; yet my sons bear a 
full share of responsibility to God, to country, to neighbor and them- 
selves. They are free men, tenacious of their liberties and alert to 
lurking danger. At the end I commit them, as each one undertakes the 
journey beyond the vale, into the glory of everlasting life. I ponder 
the sand within the glass and think how small is a single life in the 
eternal universe. Always have I taught immortality, and even as I 
raise men from darkness into light, I am a way of life, I am Free- 
masonry." 


The Grand Oration was delivered by Bro. J. W. Alford, Grand 
Orator. His subject was “The Rewards of a Mason." It was a brief, 
practical message that could be understood and applied by most any 
mason who is interested in Masonry. We need more of this kind. 


The Proceedings are well edited and a lot of valuable information 
is available for those who desire to read them, while there is a report 
of the Foreign Correspondent that contains some Reviews, it is not 
an extensive Review of the other Grand Lodges. 

They devote practically 101 pages to a roster of the subordinate 
Lodges, which gives the time of the Stated Communications, a list of 
the current officers and of all Past Masters.

The Mayor of the Town gave an address of welcome, and the 
response was by the Deputy Grand Master. Eighteen Grand Masters 
of other Grand Jurisdictions were presented at the Altar and accorded 
private Grand Honors. 


The Senior Grand Warden in the absence from the State of the 
Grand Master and Deputy Grand Master issued a dispensation for a 
group of Masons who had demitted from a Lodge for the purpose of 
instituting another Lodge, to conduct a Masonic funeral for another 
Mason who had also demitted for the same purpose and had died 
before the institution. This was disapproved by the Jurisprudence 
Committee. 

The recommendations of the Grand Master have the disposition of 
the question in parentheses following the recommendation. 


There are a number of addresses, remarks, and Masonic talks, 
that would be good reading in any proceedings. Space forbids any 
extensive quotations. 


We quote the closing remarks of the Grand Master: 

“Brethren, this is my swan song. As you know, you have been a 
wonderful bunch of Master Masons, you still are and you always will 
be. Each Lodge which I have visited, each member that I shook hands 
with is part of me right now. You have had an influence on my life 
and, I hope, in a small way, working as your Grand Master among you, 
that I have been an influence for Freemasonry on you. 


“T consider this year a success if for one reason, just one. Nearing 
the end of my visitations to our constituent lodges the Worshipful 
Master of one of the lodges which I had visited some time before came 
to me and said that as a result of my message on entering a new world, 
one of the brothers who had been having difficulty in his home, went 
home that evening, made up with his wife and they are living happily 
together now and not only that, but he is taking his family to church. 
This makes me very happy. 


*I want to thank each one of you brethren here and all the 
brethren over this great state of ours and you, distinguished visitors 
from other jurisdictions for being here, thank you for your support 
and remember that Masonry will progress only so far as each one of 
us will put our shoulder to that wheel and not let it down, but keep 
working, upholding those ideals and those obligations which we have 
taken so many times at this Altar with the Holy Bible resting thereon. 
You have a most marvelous Grand Master coming in. You have a 
real set of Grand Lodge Officers in your line training for leadership— 
that is what it is, brethren, training. And to you R.'.W.'. Brother 
Ernie, I want to promise you my support. Anytime you want to call 
on me I will do my level best. Congratulations, and may God bless you, 
every one.” 

In June 1966 Montana celebrates its first Centennial. They are 
planning an elaborate celebration. 


The Committee on Foreign Correspondence recommend the recog- 
nition of the Grand Lodges of Turkey, Iceland and the Grand Lodge 
of the State of Rio Grande Sul in Brazil. This was adopted. 

The report of the committee on Masonic Education and Research, 
following a suggestion of the Grand Master distributed 10 papers to 
the various Lodges. These papers had been prepared by some of the 
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outstanding masons of Montana and apparently were very instructive 
to any Mason interested in extending his knowledge of the various 
objectives of Masonry. 


One paragraph of their report is worth repeating “Remember 
your candidate of today is the potential master or Grand master of 
tomorrow, and deserves the most thorough instruction you can pro- 
vide."

The proceedings contained in this volume contain the business 
transacted at the Semi Annual Communieation September 21, 1964, 
Special Communication on June 28, July 8, Oct. 18, 1964 and April 10 
and 11, 1965 and the 176th Annual Communication May 15, 1965. 


On Sunday, June 28th, 1964 the Grand Lodge was opened for the 
purpose of attending St. Johns Day Service in honor of 175th Anniver- 
sary of the Grand Lodge of New Hampshire. Under escort of several 
Commanderies of Knights Templar of the State and several hundred 
Master Masons of the various lodges, and the Officers and members of 
the Grand Lodge marched into the Cathedral of the Pines. 


At 10:45 A.M. previous to the service, the Grand Master and 
other Grand Officers unveiled and consecrated a bronze Masonic 
Plaque of the Grand Lodge of New Hampshire which had previously 
been placed in a very prominent location. 

Following the ceremony of consecration the fifteenth Annual St. 
Johns Day Service was held with Dr. Thomas Sherrard Roy, Past 
Grand Master of the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of A.F. & A.M. 
of the Commonwealth of Mass., as the minister for the occasion of the 
175th anniversary. His subject was “Our Ancient Landmarks". After- 
ward they dedicated a new Masonic Temple. A very full day indeed. 


It is needless to say that Dr. Roy's sermon was a very fitting 
sermon on the 175th Anniversary of one of our Most highly honored 
Grand Lodges. 

Dr. Roy is always a speaker that suits the occasion. 


On Nov. 21, 1964 the one hundred and sixth semi-annual commu- 
nication was held in the Masonic Temple at Manchester, N.H. 


The usual custom of recognition of distinguished visitors; Past 
Grand Masters and these ordinarily received at Annual Communica- 
tion was completed in the usual form. 


The major General John Sullivan distinguished service medal; 
similar to our Joseph Montfort Medal was presented Bro. E. Jackson 
Ford, a member of Charity Lodge No. 18 of Jaffrey, N.H., for distin- 
guished services to the fraternity. 

Members of Anniversary Lodge of Research No. 175 which was to 
receive its Charter at this time were summoned before the East. The 
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Grand Master addressed the group of which he was a member, on the 
formation of this Lodge of Research and presented them with the 
Charter. 

They held their first meeting under the Charter following the 
close of the Grand Lodge the same afternoon. 


It is evident that the semi-annual communication of the Grand 
Lodge was mostly for the purpose of receiving reports. Most of the 
regular business being transacted in the Annual Communication. 


176th Annual Communication was convened in Manchester, N.H. 
May 15, 1965. M.’.W.°. George B. Ward, Grand Master. No. Lodges 82; 
Members raised 454; admitted 397; affiliated 82; restored 13. Demitted 
121, No. died 388, suspended N.P.D. 93; Membership 1965 17,153; Net 
loss 110. 

A large number of distinguished guests were received and 
accorded the usual Grand Honors. The Grand Master in his address 
stated that although the Grand Secretary will announce that they 
would have a slight loss in membership that he did not feel that this 
was any great loss. 


He stated that during the past year this Grand Lodge has 
performed more dedications than in any other year in its history. 
New Temples were dedicated at Warner and Jaffrey, while a plaque 
was dedicated at the “Cathedral of the Pines." The Grand Lodge also 
laid a cornerstone at Hampton for a New Masonic Temple to be 
erected by St. James Lodge. The Temples are showing improved 
appearances. Lodges are receiving more candidates. Many young men 
aie now occupying offices in the Lodge. With this dedicated enthusi- 
asm in our Fraternity, I know that New Hampshire Masonry is in safe 
hands for many years to come. We quote his closing paragraph: 


"May our Temple of Brotherhood continue to be erected in our 
Granite State; a monument to the energy and industry of our time. 
May it be planned with Wisdom, supported by Strength and adorned in 
Beauty. May the many blessings of God which have been bestowed 
upon us continue to shower upon those who follow; and may He keep 
us always under His protecting care." 


A very fine series of Reviews are published also. He publishes 
71 individual Reviews, all of them being a comprehensive covering 
of the proceedings. He gives N.C. an excellent report. We especially 
appreciate the personal reference. 

The officers elected for the ensuing year are: M.'.W.'.Herbert 
E. Kimball, Grand Master and M.'.W.'.Harold O. Cady, Grand Secre- 
tary.

GRAND LODGE OF NEW MEXICO 


88th Annual Communication, Albuquerque, N.M., Nov. 22, 23, 
1965. M.'.W.'.George O. Thorne, Grand Master. No. Lodges 65; No. 
Initiated 376; No. Passed 347; No. raised 371; No. Affiliated 140; 
No. Affiliated as plural members 48; No. reinstated 127; No. demitted 
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127; No. withdrawn from plural membership 31; No. died 265; No. 
suspended N.P.D. 267; Unmasonic conduct 0; Expelled 0, No. rejected 
47, Total membership Dec. 31 1964 15,417; net gain 4. 

After the reception of several distinguished guests, including 17 
Past Grand Masters the roll of Grand Representatives was called. 47 
including the representative of North Carolina answered present. A 
large percentage of District Deputy Grand Masters and District Dep- 
uty Lecturers were also present. After the reception of the distin- 
guished guests from “Co-ordinate” bodies, (Grand Commandery, 
Grand Secretary-Recorder of the York Rite of New Mexico; Secretary 
of the Scottish Rite in New Mexico; Deputy of the Supreme Council 
Scottish Rite, Intendant General, Red Cross of Constantine, Repre- 
sentative of Masonic Service Association, officers of the Shrine, etc.) 
the Grand Orator was introduced. Rev. Bro. Dr. Roy E. Howes 
delivered a masterful Oration. His subject was “Dimensions in 
Destiny”. 

This was a very timely discourse. We wish it could be possible 
to incorporate the entire Oration in these Reviews. 

The address of the Grand Master was an excellent account of his 
stewardship during his term of office. He appointed four special 
Committees, one of which was very timely and important, “Committee 
on Grand Lodge History and Centennial.” In our opinion we fail to let 
the public know of some of our very important activities in a legit- 
imate way, that is in celebrating our various anniversaries and in 
providing an accurate history of our various Jurisdictions as we make 
this history. It is interesting to us at the present and certainly will be 
to further generations. 

He had six special communications of Grand Lodge. The number 
of dispensations issued was unusually large, but most of them were 
within the usual circumstances. Due to the difference in certain rules 
and laws, some of the dispensations granted would be illegal in other 
Grand Lodges. 

The Grand Master was required to make several decisions involv- 
ing Masonic Law. 

The Jurisprudence Committee reported favorably on all By-Laws 
approved by the Grand Master; also all dispensations granted, with a 
comment on the promiscuous use of the dispensations relating to 
installation of officers out of time; he upheld his refusal to grant 
certain dispensations; commented favorably on the number of cour- 
tesy degrees conferred, reported favorably on all administrative orders 
and actions taken by the Grand Master, and approved all decisions 
made by him. 

The report of the Jurisprudence Committee was approved by 
Grand Lodge. 

A special committee, which was appointed last year to make a 
study of the cause of our membership loss and the general apathy that 
prevails, made a comprehensive report that contained an abundance 
of thought provoking ideas. 

The Committee appointed to make a study of the feasibility of (1) 
creating the office of Grand Historian, (2) the compilation of a 
formal History of Masonry in New Mexico, (3) consider the facts and 
importance of celebrating a centennial communication in 1977, and 
also study some more possibilities of a Lodge of Research. 
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This Scribe has been looking forward to the time when our own 
Grand Lodge or any other Grand Lodge would create an office of 
some name or classification of a Historian, Librarian, Director of 
Masonic Education, and Director of a Masonic periodical for the 
Grand Lodge. This could possibly be confined to one officer, who would 
be a full time officer at a compensating salary. This is one function of 
the Grand Lodges that has been sadly neglected in a large majority 
of Grand Lodges, and yet it has more possibilities to be developed than 
most any possible function of Lodge. 


The proceedings are of a nice, neat format, well arranged and 
contains an unusual amount of Masonic information. 


There is evidently some valuable leadership in the Grand Lodge 
of New Mexico. 


Grand Lodge Officers for 1965-66 are M.’.W.’.Frederick W. 
Blackson, Grand Master and R.'.W.'.Chandler C. Thomas, Grand 
Secretary.

GRAND LODGE OF OHIO 


156th Annual Communication, Columbus, Ohio, October 15, 16, 
1965. Brother Edgar L. Ott, M.'.W.'.Grand Master. Membership July 
31, 1965 273,919; Raised 5615; Affiliated 753. Reinstated 415; Died 
6119; Withdrawn 1133; Suspended N.P.D. 1679. Suspended Unmasonic 
Conduct 4; Expelled 8; Failure to take M. M. Exam. 6; Net loss 2166. 


An unusually large number of distinguished guests from other 
Grand Jurisdictions, including our Grand Master Arnold Koonce, were 
presented. Following the invocation, Pledge of Allegiance and several 
selections from the Scottish Rite Choir, Valley of Columbus, the 
addresses of welcome and the Responses, the Grand Master delivered 
his annual address. 


His report reveals a year of much activity, devotion to duty, visita- 
tions and an overall knowledge of the activities of the C:aft. He was 
necessarily called on to make an unusual number of Rulings. Many 
of these would be covered by the Code in North Carolina, and others 
answered by the Grand Secretary. However, we would agree with him 
in a large majority of them. Evidently there is a tendency to violate 
the ordinary rules and regulations of masonry in regard to gambling 
and lotteries. 


He also was required to discipline some officers for failing to 
comply with directives of the Grand Master. He also ruled on several 
incidents involving Sunday. Most of the Grand Jurisdictions including 
Ohio, have specific regulations in regard to Sunday activities. 


Twelve Cornerstones were laid during his administration. Ten 
dedications were conducted requiring an emergent communication of 
Grand Lodge, a total of 22. 

The report of the Board of Trustees of the Ohio Masonic Home 
reveals an immense amount of interest and money expended in the 
fine work. It appears that this objective is supported by several differ- 
ent organizations of Masonry and several accessory or dependent 
groups, and not just the Grand Lodge of Ohio. 
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A proposal to change the code so that all lodges would have con- 
current jurisdiction in Ohio had been referred to an advisory commit- 
tee. This committee unanimously recommended its adoption. After the 
acceptance of the partial report of the Jurisprudnce Committee, the 
Grand Master indicated that a written ballot would be taken. After 
a thorough discussion the ballot resulted in, “yes” 1080, “No” 610. The 
proposed legislation having failed to receive a two thirds majority of 
favorable votes, the Grand Master declared the proposed legislation 
defeated. 

It is the opinion of this scribe that this was a wise action on the 
part of Grand Lodge. It may have some favorable objectives, but there 
are so many possible avenues of disaster that it should not be adopted. 
Let’s not depart too far from the time established usages. 

There are so many interesting items in these proceedings that 
would reveal an immense amount of valuable ‘nformation, but space 
forbids discussing them. 

The Reviews are excellent. A large number of Grand Jurisdictions 
are covered, and in a way that much valuable material is included. 
They are about as full and complete as any Reviews we nave read this 
year. Keep the good work up. 


GRAND LODGE OF PHILIPPINES 


48th Annual Communication, Manila, P.I., Apr. 28, 1964. M.'.W.'. 
Pedro M. Gimenez. Grand Master. No. Lodges 126 (April 1964); 
Membership 11723; Net gain for preceding year 1055. Losses by 
death, demits and S.N.P.D. 784; Gains during year 1264. There were 
11,148 Master Masons; 210 Fellowcrafts; 365 Entered Apprentices 
making the total given above. 

The Grand Master recommended the Constitution be amended to 
provide 

1. Membership of the Board of General Purposes be reduced from 
fifteen to eleven members. 

2. That the (5) elected Grand Officers, namely Deputy Grand 
Master, Grand Senior Warden; Grand Junior Warden, Grand Treas- 
urer and Grand Secretary be ex officio, and that the other (6) 
members be elected by Grand Lodge as follows: The two members who 
receive the first and second highest vote to serve for a term of three 
years, the two members receiving the third and fourth highest were 
to serve for two years; and the two members who receive the fifth 
and sixth highest vote will hold office for one year. Every year there- 
after only the last two who obtained the fifth and sixth highest vote 
would be changed, although they are not barred from re-election. 

This was approved by the Jurisprudence Committee and adopted 
by Grand Lodge. Although the idea is an excellent one, there are a 
few angles not fully explained. 

1. Where does the Grand Master fit in this scheme? 


2. There is no provision for a tie vote which could be possible 
under this system of voting. 

3. The election of the two each year to succeed those whose terms 
expire is not fully explained. It is supposed that those whose terms 
are for two and three years are likewise eligible for re-election but 
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the amendment does not say that their successors are elected anywhere. 
The exact language is this—every year thereafter only the last two 
who obtained the fifth and sixth highest number of votes would be 
changed, although they are not barred from re-election. Those whose 
terms expire in two and three years did not receive the fifth and 
sixth highest vote. Probably we are observing the language and letter 
of the law and not the spirit. 

One thing we observe in the Grand Lecturer’s report is woithy of 
notice. He recommends (a) that proper decorum be required to be 
observed during Lodge meetings particularly in the conferring of 
degrees and (b) that Ritualistic work be improved by constant 
practice. 

The report of the Board of General Purposes was well prepared 
and covered practically every phase of their duties. 

The “Eulogy” for our Departed Brethren was an excellent trib- 
ute to those who had gone before, it was one of the most beautiful 
collection of words, expressing the sentiments of the Grand Lodge 
that it has been our privilege to Review. The Eulogy to General 
Aguinaldo was especially appropriate and shows that he ‘was in 
reality the hero of the Philippines. 

Education and Public Schools are in the forefront of the subjects 
discussed by this Grand Lodge. 

The Grand Orator's subject was “choosing the better part". We 
quote the closing paragraph: 

*But, above all, there is a crying need for our elders to lead the 
way by making themselves exemplary Masons—leading religious lives, 
walking on the level—true brothers to their fellowmen. 

"Yes, Brethren, it is high time that we re-examine our Masonry. 
The signs are disturbing. Pick up a newspaper any day and you have 
a erime sheet in your hand. It looks as if yesterday's delinquencies are 
the moral standards of today. And this seems to be true everywhere! 
We cannot dismiss this as the responsibility of the government, the 
churches, the schools and the homes, for there is no blinking the fact 
that this is a challenge to our Institution whose symbolic tools are 
precisely for building order and morality. I do not suggest that we 
sally forth into the field as crusaders, for Masonry's mission of moral 
reform begins at home, that is, with our own selves. 


“To perform that mission is not only to be true to our obligations 
as Masons but also to contribute effectively in hastening the realiza- 
tion of an orderly, harmonious world which Masonry envisions and 
for which all humanity yearns.” 

The report of the Committee on Foreign Co respondence and 
Fraternal Relations was very good. Other than a few rulings of Grand 
Masters, his discussion was limited almost entirely to a historical 
sketch of the Grand Lodge of the District of Columbia. 

The Officers for the ensuing year are M.'.W.'.Pedro M. Gimenez, 
Grand Master, and M.'.W.'.Estebaa Munarriz, Grand Secretary. 


GRAND LODGE OF RHODE ISLAND AND 
PROVIDENCE PLANTATIONS 


174th Annual Communication, Providence, Rhode Island, May 17, 
1965. M.'.W.'.Charles R. Bonnermort, Grand Master. No. Lodges 45; 
U.D. 1; No. Initiated 376; No. Passed 332. No. Raised 341; No. 
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Admitted 335; No. Affiliated 40. No. Reinstated 40; Died 429; Demit- 
ted 86; No. N.P.D. 153. Loss 244; Adjustment 16; Net loss 260. Mem- 
bership March 31, 1965 18,114. 

A large number from other Grand Lodges was present. They were 
cordially greeted by the Grand Master, invited to seats in the East, 
and accorded Masonic Grand Honors. The Grand Lodges present were 
Masschussetts, Virginia, New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Mary- 
land, Connecticut, New Hampshire, Vermont, Delaware, Ohio, District 
of Columbia, Maine and the Past Grand Masters of Rhode Island. 

The Grand Master gave a full account of his administration in- 
cluding the visits, the occasional Grand Lodge Communication and the 
general activities. He made three recommendations. 

At the close he received a standing ovation. 

A large number of Committees made the usual reports. The 
Committee on Foreign Correspondence states that they usually follow 
the reports of the Commission on recognition of the conference of 
Grand Masters of Masons in North America. Therefore they recom- 
mended the recognition of the State Grand Lodge of Brazil; they also 
state that the so-called Grand Lodge of Venezuela located at Apartado 
2680 should not be acknowledged; they state that since the friction 
between the Grand Lodge of Japan and the Grand Lodge of the 
Philippines concerning Okinawa has apparently been amicably solved. 
that the territory referred to as Okinawa is now and always has been 
open territory.

GRAND LODGE OF VERMONT 


172nd Annual Communication, Burlington, June 9, 10, 1965. M.'. 
W.'.Waldron C. Biggs, Grand Master. No. Lodges 102; Membership 
Apr. 10, 1965 17,205. Net loss 195; Net loss 1964 221. 

The number of distinguished visitors was unusually large. The 
representatives of other Grand Lodges was also above normal. They 
had 50 who answered present. N.C. was not represented. The Grand 
Master called their attention to the importance of their position, to 
create harmony among the various Grand Lodges. Another unusual 
ineident was the extending Grand Honors to these Representatives 
because they were the personal representatives of their Grand Masters. 

In the address of the Grand Master, he discussed many different 
subjects. He was much impressed with Masonic week in Washington 
and especially the Grand Masters Conference. 

In regard to the Order of DeMolay he states: quote: 

"In one of my reports in the past I made a statement to this 
effect: 

“The Past belongs to me. Half of me belongs to the present and 
half of the present belongs to me, but I belong to the future. Whatever 
I do or say will be in the record for the future to do with it as it sees 
fit. This applies to our Masonry, but especially it applies to DeMolay, 
because the hope of the future lies in the youth of today. DeMolay 
with its teaching of character building and manliness, love for law 
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and order and above all respect for the dignity of the individual can 
and will be a great force for good in the world of tomorrow. 


“My brothers, 80% of all crime in the U.S. is committed by young 
people between 18 and 24 years of age. I firmly believe that the 
teachings of DeMolay and Rainbow Girls can be a tremendous force in 
reducing this crime rate in our country. It was Edward Burke who 
said, “All that is necessary for the forces of evil to win in the world 
is for enough good men to do nothing.” 

“My brothers, the one thing that DeMolay needs more than any- 
thing else is manpower. Won't you please accept the challenge of this 
great organization and put your shoulder to the wheel." 

He issued only 24 dispensations, all of which were apparently in 
order. He was NOT called on to make any decisions. He closes with 
this statement: 

*And now, my brothers, let each of us resolve to hold the torch 
of freemasonry just a little higher, practice our philosophy a little 
more diligently and bring into being that peace and understanding in 
the world for which we all so much want, and then we will truly have 
a Universal brotherhood of man under the Fatherhood of God. 


“My brothers, the business of this 172nd annual communication 
of the Grand Lodge of Vermont is in your hands." 

The committee on Fraternal Relations stated that they had 
previously recognized two Grand Lodges in France, the Grand Lodge 
of France and the Grand Lodge Nationale of France. The other Grand 
Lodge, “The Grand Orient” was never recognized due to the fact that 
the Holy Bible on the Altar was not necessary. Since the Grand Lodge 
of France has entered into an open alliance with the Grand Orient of 
France, therefore they recommended that recognition be withdrawn 
from the Grand Lodge of France, and the exchange of Grand Repre- 
sentatives be cancelled. 

This report on motion, second and vote was received and the 
recommendations severally adopted. 

A resolution to exempt all 50 year members from Grand Lodge 
per capita levy, was defeated. The reason given was that it would 
deprive the Grand Lodge of about $1200.00 income, which they said 
was an amount they could ill afford to lose at this time. It also had 
possibilities of becoming larger. 

This has been a subject of discussion at some some time, in prac- 
tically every Grand Lodge, coming from the Subordinate Lodges. We 
recall an instance in this state in whieh a subordinate Lodge exempted 
every brother from any dues whatever if they had been a Mason 30 
years and was 60 years old or above. They soon discovered they would 
be bankrupt if it was continued. In this case the Grand Lodge per 
capita had to be paid by the Local Lodge. This has discontinued, and 
each brother who had been awarded this honor was acquainted with 
the facts, and was requested to remit the Grand Lodge assessment if 
they thought they should under the circumstances. An example of 
Masonic willingness to do what was considered proper when 95% of 
those who had been excused paid the Grand Lodge per capita, and the 
remainder was not expected to remit on account of their financial 
condition. 

The Grand Lodge of Vermont voted wisely in not adopting this 
resolution. Time will prove they were right. 
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The officers elected were M.’.W.’.Waldron C. Biggs, Grand Mas- 
ter and R.'.W.'.D. Burleigh Smalley Jr., Grand Secretary. 

The 173rd annual communication of the Grand Lodge of Vermont 
will be held in Burlington on the first Wednesday and Thursday 
after the second Tuesday in June which is June 15-16, 1966. 


GRAND LODGE OF WASHINGTON 


108th Annual Communication, Bellingham, Washington, June 15, 
1965. M.'.W.'.Brother Raymond L. Peel, Grand Master. Membership 
Dec. 31, 1964, 66,558; Net loss, 754; Includes 1391 who hold dual mem- 
bership within the Jurisdiction and 419 whose dual membership is 
due to affiliation with Lodges outside the Jurisdiction. 


From 1958 to 1964 inclusive, membership decline 2727. During 
1964: Petitions received 1239; Total Degrees conferred 3630; Passed 
required proficiency examination 1230, affiliated 327, affiliated as 
dual members 93, reinstated 323; Death 1651; Demitted 427; N.P.D. 
649. Expelled 1; 63 Petitions were rejected during the year. 16 Past 
Grand Masters were present, and 51 Grand Representatives were 
present, N.C. was not represented. 


The Grand Master stated at the beginning of his address that he 
had appointed a special committee to study and report on the pension 
plan, as had been directed by the 107th Annual Communication. This 
request is to be reported at this communication. 


The address of the Grand Master shows a full year of devotion 
to duty. He made a number of decisions, most of them being approved 
by the Jurisprudence Committee. 


No new regulations were included in his recommendations. They 
were mostly of local interest. 


The Jurisprudence Committee made 29 different and separate 
reports on the various subjects coming before them. This required 
about 10 or 12 pages (probably more) of the Proceedings when it 
could all have been done on one or two pages, even if there were two 
separate reports as we do. However, they have over 400 pages in their 
proceedings. 


The Oration was an excellent discussion of the situation in many 
Grand Jurisdictions today and is worthy of serious thought and delib- 
eration. However, it would not apply to North Carolina. All Orders, 
Grades, and Divisions of Masonry have shown a constant net gain, 
with possibly one or two exceptions since 1941 in North Carolina. This 
Oration however, is thought provoking although in a slightly pes- 
simistic vein. 

The report of the Foreign Correspondent was excellent and the 
Reviews were well written, and is very thorough. N.C. received a very 
nice and extensive coverage. We appreciate his referenc to our efforts 
and the completeness of his report on N.C. 

We quote the first paragraph of the Oration: 

*It is significant that our legendary hero, Hiram Abif, inspected 
the work every day at noon when the harsh light most clearly revealed 
defects and weakness in the structure. It is even more significant that 
he did not hesitate to draw designs on the trestle board to remove

defects and to improve and strengthen the building. It is now high 
twelve for Freemasonry—as it is continually for every human insti- 
tution. Imitating his daily practice, let us now inspect our fraternity 
to see if anything may be done to strengthen and enrich it. Let that 
inspection be realistic and our evaluation honest. Let us tell ourselves 
the truth, even though the truth hurts.” 

Although our space is limited we feel that the following para- 
graph from this wonderful Oration is of great importance. 


“Why this decline? Why the lack of interest? These involve other 
questions. What do men want and expect from Masonry? What should 
Masonry give them? What are we trying to achieve? I think men 
want, and Masonry should give them, an opportunity for fellowship; 
for education, particularly in their relations to Ged, their Fellowman 
and their institutions; and for a means to decide upon, and take 
responsible group acticn on, current issues. Our problem lies in the 
failure of Freemasonry to fulfill this mission. It does not compete 
effectively for men's minds and souls. Although parts of our degrees 
are impressive and instructive, far too much consists of vague 
generalities couched in archaic language and offering as the final 
word knowledge which is obviously antiquated. Our degrees seldom 
tell us how to reconcile duty to others with duty to oneself nor how 
to practice brotherly love in a modern society which is becoming 
progressively more materialistic and impersonal. Ironically “success” 
is grinding our the same degrees repeatedly carries with it the seeds 
of failure because excessive rcpetition not only bcres the sideliner but 
also thwarts his cpportunity to visit with his brothers. We offer very 
little to a member once he has proved up on his third degree and signed 
the by-laws. We treat his transformation from candidate to member 
as the end rather than the beginning of his instruction. Our stated 
meetings usually consist of litile more than the opening and closing, 
reading of minutes, approval of bills and perfunctory committee 
reports. Our programs avoid vital topics and current issues because 
they may be controversial. This leaves us with the nagging suspicion 
that we distrust the ability of our members to discuss controversial 
matters objectively. Mascnie relief of members and their widows and 
orphans has faded in importance as social security, industrial insur- 
ance, unemployment, and welfa:e prcgrams have pre-empted the field. 
We are left with a feeling that Mason:y is drifting aimlessly. Even 
more important, we feel helpless to do anything about the problems 
which confront our fraternity. An attitude prevails that any change 
would violate “Ancient landmarks” notwithstanding the fact that they 
have never been defined in this Jurisdiction. This attitude stifles 
constructive self-criticism for fear it will be considered disrespectful 
or even blasphemous. It discourages improvement as futile.” 

The Fraternal Correspondent is Bro. Fred Winkels, P.G.M. He has 
an excellent Foreword in his Reviews, and his report on the individual 
Grand Lodges is full but concise and are eaily read. This is one of 
the best Reviews we have had the pleasure of reading. His report 
covers 102 pages of closely printed composition. 

The Grand Master Elect is M.'.W.'. George H. Bovingdon and 
the Grand Secretary R.'.W.'. Brother Daniel T. Simmons.

PRESERVATION 


Reg. 70-01 (2) All the lodge books of records and ac- 
counts, old as well as new, shall be care- 
fully preserved under lock and key by the 
Secretary as safely as possible from the 
hazards of fire, water, loss, or mutilation. 


Proceedings of the Grand Lodge shall be 
preserved by lodges in suitable bookcases 
and under charge of the lodge Secretary 
who shall be responsible for their proper 
keeping. They may be loaned to members 
who shall return them to the lodge at or 
before the next succeeding stated com- 
munication. 


Each subordinate lodge in the jurisdiction 
shall keep copies of the laws of the Grand 
Lodge for the inspection of its members. 
It is the duty of the Master to enforce 
strictly such laws in the lodge over which 
he presides. The published Proceedings 
of the Grand Lodge shall also be kept on 
file and shall be conclusive evidence of 
all matters reported therein as the ac- 
tion of the Grand Lodge, and except as 
otherwise provided, shall be evidence of 
other matters contained therein. (28-01; 
28-03; 102-22).
